News  of  the  Week 


Customs  Regulations  for  Drawbacks 

H.M.  Customs  have  issued  Notice  No.  217,  giving  particulars 
of  regulations  governing  drawback  of  duty  paid  under  the 
Ottawa  Agreements  Act,  1932,  and  under  the  Import  Duties 
Act,  1932.  Regulations  controlling  the  bonding  of  dutiable 
goods  are  given  in  the  same  Notice,  copies  of  which  may  be 
obtained  from  the  Secretary,  Custom  House,  London,  E.C.3. 

Foreign  Exchange  Restrictions 

The  Export  Credits  Guarantee  Department,  9  Clements 
Lane,  Lombard  Street,  London,  E.C.4,  has  issued  a  nine-page 
pamphlet  briefly  outlining  the  exchange  restrictions  in  operation 
in  European,  South  and  Central  American,  Eastern  and  other 
countries.  Exporters  requiring  copies  of  this  useful  publica- 
tion should  apply  to  the  department  at  the  above  address. 

Explosives  Report 

The  sixtieth  annual  report  of  H.M.  Inspectors  of  Explosives 
has  been  issued  (price  gd.)  by  H.M.  Stationery  Office.  The 
report  contains,  as  is  customary,  a  good  deal  of  specialised 
information  valuable  mainly  to  those  whose  work  brings  them 
into  contact  with  these  dangerous  substances.  There  is,  how- 
ever, a  modicum  of  more  general  comment  which  may  with 
advantage  be  remembered  by  a  wider  circle.  The  following 
passages  are  taken  from  the  report :  — 

We  were  asked  by  the  police  to  give  instructions  regarding 
the  disposal  of  seventy-four  bombs,  shells,  torpedoes,  grenades 
and  fuses  in  the  Metropolitan  area,  showing  that  there  is  a 
great  number  of  war  trophies  still  in  the  possession  of  the 


public.  Some  of  the  articles  were  in  a  suspicious  condition. 
In  other  parts  of  the  country  the  military  authorities  give 
instructions  as  to  their  safe  disposal.  Unless  it  is  known  for 
certain  that  a  grenade,  shell  or  fuse  trophy  has  been  emptied 
it  should  without  delay  be  handed  over  to  the  police — no 
attempt  should  be  made  to  ascertain  whether  it  is  in  a 
dangerous  condition. 

Unfortunately,  as  regards  detonators,  although  no  lives  have 
been  lost,  five  accidents  have  been  reported  in  which  eight 
persons  were  injured.  From  the  descriptions  of  the  accidents, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  people  do  not  realise  the  danger  of  what 
appears  to  be  a  comparatively  harmless  looking  article.  A 
commercial  detonator  consists  of  a  copper  or  aluminium  tube 
about  i£  inch  long  and  I  inch  in  diameter,  and  when  any 
attempt  is  made  to  probe  it  or  handle  it  roughly  it  invariably 
explodes,  resulting  in  the  loss  of  fingers  and  occasionally  with 
fatal  results.  In  the  accidents  which  occurred  this  year,  boys 
were  chiefly  concerned,  and  they  either  broke  into  premises  or 
found  detonators  in  places  like  disused  quarries. 

During  the  year  some  experiments  have  been  started  to 
determine  the  effect  of  change  of  temperature  on  the  sensitive- 
ness of  nitro-glycerin.  At  21 °  C.  a  -J  oz.  ball  had  to  be 
dropped  over  88  inches  to  get  three  consecutive  explosions, 
while  three  consecutive  failures  were  obtained  with  a  fall  of  40 
inches.  The  corresponding  falls  for  a  temperature  of  38 0  C. 
were  15  inches  and  10  inches.  It  is  clear  that  there  is  a  very 
considerable  difference  in  the  sensitiveness  of  nitro-glycerin  to 
percussion  in  the  summer  and  winter. 

In  addition  to  the  inflammable  qualities  of  petroleum  spirit 
there  are  two  further  dangers  to  be  grasped  to  avoid  accidents, 
namely: — (1)  Petroleum  spirit  vapour  is  about  two-and-a-half 
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times  as  heavy  as  air,  and  will  find  its  way  or  flow  to  a  fire  or 
naked  light  many  yards  away,  even  under  a  closed  door. 
(2)  A  mixture  of  about  i|  to  6  per  cent,  of  petroleum  spirit 
vapour  in  air  is  explosive,  and  when  ignited  will  do  a  lot  of 
damage.  Such  a  gaseous  mixture  may  be  expected  in  vessels 
which  have  contained  petroleum  spirit.  It  is  never  certain 
that  the  atmosphere  in  a  so-called  empty  vessel  is  safe  until 
it  has  been  tested  by  some  competent  person. 

Birmingham 

The  window  display  shown  in  our  illustration  is  one  of  a 
group  designed  recently  by  Marshall  Brothers,  chemists,  for 
featuring  Nufix.  The  main  title  of  the  display  is  illustrated  by 
two  paper  cut-outs  (4  ft.  3  in.  high)  of  policemen  affixed  to  the 
outside  of  the  window.  The  scenic  display  is  a  stage  setting 
of  an  imaginary  "  circus  "  adapted  on  the  lines  of  Piccadilly 
Circus  with  the  Eros  statue  replaced  by  a  bottle  of  Nufix. 
The  pavements  are  made  realistic  by  being  cut  out  of  Essex 
board,  and  two  lamp-standards  are  erected  at  the  main  corners. 


A  neon  sign  will  be  seen  down  the  edge  of  the  right-hand 
building.  The  additional  title  "  Nufix,  the  centre  of  attrac- 
tion at  the  '  parting  '  of  the  ways,"  consists  of  black  cut-out 
letters  with  white  edges  affixed  to  the  outside  of  the  window, 
with  an  arrow  pointing  to  the  bottle.  On  the  upper  portion  of 
the  window  is  a  poster  with  the  word  "  Nufix  "  arranged  as 
a  cross  with  leaders  to  the  prices.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
Messrs.  Marshall  have  been  winners  in  such  competitions  on 
more  than  one  occasion,  and  that  Mr.  Henry  H.  Marshall 
gave  some  practical  hints  on  the  art  of  window-dressing  in  the 
C.  &  D.  of  August  10,  1935  (p.  171). 

Blackpool 

Preparations  have  been  completed  for  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  British  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science  to 
be  held  at  Blackpool  on  September  9-16  inclusive. 

A  new  type  of  shop  front,  in  which  a  kiosk  is  incorporated 
so  that  the  public  can  be  served  while  in  the  street,  is  becom- 
ing popular  in  Blackpool.  Mr.  C.  E.  Eccles,  chemist  and 
druggist,  has  had  his  premises  on  South  Promenade  altered 
to  include  this  new  feature. 

Nottingham 

Lord  and  Lady  Trent  have  given  ^100  to  the  Notts  County 
Association  of  Social  Service  Centres. 


The  ninth  annual  flower  and  vegetable  show  of  the  employees 
of  Boots,  Ltd.,  was  held  in  Nottingham  on  August  29.  There 
were  forty-seven  classes  and  about  300  exhibits.  The  proceeds 
will  be  divided  between  the  Nottingham  General  Hospital  and 
the  Harlow  Wood  Orthopaedic  Hospital. 

Sheffield 

At  the  first  general  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  Chemists'  Foot- 
ball Club,  held  on  August  25,  the  following  officials  were  elected 
for  the  ensuing  season: — President,  Mr.  C.  P.  Gilbert  ;  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  W.  Johnson,  22  Dransfield  Road,  Sheffield,  10  ; 
Treasurer,  Mr.  F.  Marsden  ;  Captain,  Mr.  W.  Johnson  ;  Vice- 
Captain,  Mr.  T.  Paddon.  It  was  decided  that  the  selection 
committee  should  consist  of  Messrs.  Johnson,  Paddon,  Marsden, 
Shardlow  and  Walsh.  A  ground  has  been  secured  in  Prince  of 
Wales  Road  (Beaumont  Road  car  stop).  The  team  has  been 
entered  in  the  Sheffield  Thursday  League.  Fixture  lists  are  in 
print,  and  copies  may  be  had  from  the  secretary. 

Miscellaneous 

Cameras  stolen. — Zeiss  Ikoflex  850/16  LCPr,  Norval  F 
4.5,  Compur  Rapid  Y  87068  and  Ensign  Midget  F  6.3,  H  3788, 
were  among  cameras  and  other  goods  stolen  from  B.  Courtenay, 
Ltd.,  12  Southwell  Road,  Nottingham,  last  week-end.  It  is 
presumed  the  thief  entered  with  a  key. 

Territorial  recruiting. — In  order  to  encourage  employees 
and  members  of  their  staff  to  join  the  Territorial  Army, 
Brotherton  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemical  manufacturers,  have  decided 
to  grant  a  fortnight's  leave  of  absence  each  year  to  enable  those 
who  join  the  Territorials  to  attend  the  annual  camp.  This 
leave  is  to  be  granted  on  full  pay,  and  without  the  time  so 
occupied  being  counted  in  normal  holidays.  The  company 
owns  works  in  Leeds,  Bromborough  (Cheshire),  Birmingham, 
Wakefield  and  Liverpool. 

In  the  courts. — At  Kingston-on-Thames  Sessions,  recently, 
Albert  H.  K.  Baker,  an  assistant  with  Durbins  Drug  Stores 
(Kingston),  Ltd.,  Market  Place,  pleaded  "  Guilty  "  to  a  charge 
of  stealing  goods  value  3s.  3d.  and  embezzling  the  sum  of 
3s.  6d.  He  was  bound  over  for  a  year,  and  was  ordered  to 
pay  42s.  costs. — At  Skegness  Sessions  Albert  W.  Cloude  (alias 
Marler)  and  his  wife  were  charged  with  obtaining  by  false 
pretences  a  camera,  value  £7  10s.,  from  Mr.  Walter  Hudson, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Skegness.  They  pleaded  "  Guilty," 
and  the  man  asked  that  thirteen  cases  of  a  similar  nature 
should  be  taken  into  account.  He  was  sentenced  to  twelve 
months'  hard  labour,  and  his  wife  was  bound  over  for  two 
years. 

Scottish  Notes 

Brevities 

Mr.  D.  R.  McCallum  has  been  appointed  representative  in 
East  Scotland  of  Cuxson,  Gerrard  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Oldbury. 

Mr.  R.  Strong  has  been  appointed  Scottish  representative  of 
Meggeson  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bermondsey,  London,  S.E.16. 

At  its  meeting  on  August  26,  Lanark  County  Insurance 
Committee  agreed  to  place  on  record  its  appreciation  of  the 
work  of  the  late  Mr.  A.  A.  Dick,  Belshill,  who  was  a  member 
of  the  committee  for  twenty-three  years,  and  had  been  chair- 
man since  1929.  In  his  place,  Mr.  William  Watt  was  appointed 
delegate  to  the  annual  conference  of  the  Scottish  Board  of 
Insurance  Committees. 

Continued  compensation  for  total  incapacity  was  awarded  by 
the  Glasgow  sheriff,  on  September  2,  to  a  typist  who  was 
made  ill  through  the  breaking  off  in  her  arm  of  the  point  of 
an  indelible  pencil.  All  the  surgeons  who  gave  evidence  con- 
fessed their  ignorance  on  the  subject  of  indelible  pencil  poison- 
ing before  the  present  case  directed  their  attention  to  it.  The 
sheriff  stated  that  it  was  no  discredit  to  the  medical  men  who 
treated  her  injury  during  the  earlier  months  of  her  long  illness 
that  they  treated  it  entirely  on  wrong  lines  and  that  they 
were  completely  ignorant  of  the  proper  line  of  treatment.  It 
was  an  injury  of  very  rare  occurrence,  and  the  technical 
literature  on  the  subject  was  of  the  scantiest.  Evidence  was 
given  that  indelible  pencil  contains  a  large  portion  of  methyl 
violet.  If  any  of  it  were  allowed  to  remain  under  the  skin 
it  was  rapidly  dissolved  by  the  body  juices  and  disseminated 
through  the  surrounding  tissues,  and  was  highly  destructive  of 
all  living  tissue  which  it  encountered. 
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Irish  Notes 

Brevities 

The  annual  staff  outing  of  Ayrton,  Saunders  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
Dublin,  took  place  recently  to  Glendalough.  The  party  of 
seventy-five  included  Mr.  Harold  Nixon  (chairman),  Mr.  I.  G. 
Dawson  (managing  director)  and  Mrs.  Dawson,  Mr.  Eric  Daw- 
son and  Mr.  E.  McLaren  (works  manager). 

Mr.  Lyall  Smith,  Ph.C,  Clonard  Road,  Dublin,  went  to  in- 
vestigate a  commotion  outside  his  premises  and  found  lying 
on  the  footpath  a  young  man  who  had  been  shot  in  the  leg. 
Mr.  Smith  had  the  injured  man  taken  to  his  shop,  bandaged 
the  wound,  and  sent  him  to  hospital.  It  transpired  that  two 
men  had  robbed  him  of  his  employer's  pay-bag. 

Under  the  Control  of  Imports  Act  the  Executive  Council  of 
the  Free  State  have  made  Orders  recently  relating  to  electric 
filament  lamps,  and  hair,  nail-  and  tooth-brushes.  The  import 
quota  for  brushes  used  for  the  human  skin,  hair,  nails,  teeth 
or  mouth  has  been  fixed  at  114,800,  and  importation  must  take 
place  between  October  1,  1936,  and  March  31,  1937- 

At  the  County  Wexford  Agricultural  Show,  Enniscorthy, 
last  week,  Mr.  Michael  Fortune,  M.P.S.I.,  Adamstown,  was 
awarded  first  prize  for  a  2-year-old  filly  in  the  hunter  class; 
a  second  and  a  third  for  two  yearlings  in  the  colt  hunter  class; 
and  a  third  and  fourth  in  two  other  hunter  classes. 

The  extensive  scheme  of  reconstruction  being  carried  out  at 
the  headquarters  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  at 
67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  is  now  nearing  completion, 
and  will,  it  is  expected,  be  finished  before  the  end  of  the 
present  month.  A  formal  re-opening  of  the  premises,  to  which 
members  of  the  Society  will  be  invited,  is  understood  to  be 
under  contemplation. 


It  was  officially  announced  on  August  31  that  the  Minister 
of  Home  Affairs  for  Northern  Ireland  has  appointed  a  Com- 
mittee to  inquire  into  existing  provisions  of  the  laws  relating 
to  the  regulations  of  shops  in  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ire- 
land respectively,  and  to  report  as  to  the  advisability  of  bring- 
ing the  local  laws  into  conformity  with  those  in  Great  Britain 
to  such  extent  and  with  such  modifications,  if  any,  as  may 
be  suggested.  Members  of  the  Committee  include  two  well- 
known  pharmacists,  Mr.  S.  S.  Badger,  J. P.,  Maggerafelt,  and 
Mr.  Horatio  Todd,  J. P.,  Belfast,  both  of  whom  are  past- 
presidents  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland. 
The  question  of  shop  hours  has  been  discussed  on  various  occa- 
sions recently  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  and  by  the  trade 
organisations. 

Belfast 

Mr.  A.  W.  Mann,  Ph.C,  Donegall  Square  West,  will  repre- 
sent the  interests  of  the  Red  Cross  on  the  committee  appointed 
by  the  Ulster  Minister  of  Home  Affairs  to  advise  and  assist  the 
Government  in  preparing  schemes  for  protecting  the  civil  popu- 
lation and  maintaining  essential  services  in  the  event  of  attacks 
from  the  air.  The  committee  will  co-operate  with  similar 
committees  in  Great  Britain. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Inspector  for 
Belfast  shows  that  during  the  past  year  2,061  samples  were 
taken,  of  which  sixty-two  were  adulterated.  There  were 
thirty-five  prosecutions.  Among  medicinal  substances  in  the 
list  were  aspirin  tablets,  Parrish's  food,  Glauber's  salt,  citrate 
of  magnesia,  camphorated  oil,  castor  oil,  cod-liver  oil,  olive 
oil,  boracic  ointment,  iodine  ointment,  seidlitz  powders,  and 
compound  syrup  of  figs.  All  were  found  pure,  except  one 
sample  of  iodine  ointment,  about  which  no  action  was  taken. 


Topical  Reflections 

By  Xrayser 


"  Whither  Pharmacy  ?  " 

has  been  the  cry  of  pharmacists  during 
all  the  years, now  approaching  fifty,  that  I  have  been  in  the 
drug  trade  (C.  &■  D.,  August  29,  p.  249);  I  have  no  doubt  that 
fifty  years  hence  the  same  cry  will  still  be  heard.  In  this  con- 
nexion you  draw  attention  to  the  special  article  on  p.  251. 
In  spite  of  much  that  I  have  written  which  may  have  seemed 
of  a  somewhat  pessimistic  nature,  I  am  an  optimist  ;  I  am  of 
the  opinion,  which  strengthens  the  longer  I  live,  that  the 
individual  pharmacist  will,  other  things  being  equal,  be  able 
in  the  years  to  come  to  obtain  a  fair  remuneration  from  his 
calling  while  in  business  for  himself.  Combinations  of  chemists' 
shops  of  the  type  indicated  in  the  article  do  not  frighten  me 
one  bit — for  this  reason.  Each  is  in  charge  of  a  manager  ; 
often  the  old  proprietor  of  the  shop  is  appointed  to  the  office, 
and  he  rarely  does  better  in  his  new  capacity  than  he  did  in 
the  old.  Buying  is  done  centrally,  it  is  true,  but  on  no  better 
terms  for  the  average  range  of  proprietaries,  drugs  and  packed 
goods  than  are  obtainable  by  the  single  pharmacist  who  has 
sufficient  capital  to  make  prompt  payments.  Let  the  indivi- 
dual proprietor  take  heart.  He  can  hold  his  own  against  the 
combines  if  he  will  give  an  efficient  and  cheerful  service  to  his 
customers  ;  indeed,  he  can  often  beat  them. 

"  Evolution  and  Disease  " 

is  an  intriguing  title  for  the  monograph 
from  which  you  quote  on  p.  243.  I  rather  quibble  at  some 
of  the  statements  made — for  instance,  the  implication  in  the 
phrase  "  the  most  perfect  examples  of  parasitic  evolution." 
Evolution  surely  implies  an  evolving  or  unfolding  from  "  non- 
wholeness  to  wholeness,"  to  quote  from  Professor  Driesch  ; 
can  an  organism  which,  according  to  all  our  standards,  is  not 
progressing  along  these  lines  be  said  to  evolve?  Is  it  not 
more  correct  to  say  that  it  is  degenerating,  in  much  the  same 
way  as  the  beggar  who  often  prefers  to  be  parasitic  upon 
society  rather  than  to  fulfil  the  object  of  his  existence  as  a 
man  and  a  citizen?     This  question  of  the  rise  and  fall  of 


diseases  is  thought-provoking.  There  is  an  interesting  passage 
in  Sir  Thomas  Browne's  "  Religio  Medici,"  which  is  worth 
quoting:  "  Some  think  there  were  few  Consumptions  in  the 
Old  World,  when  Men  lived  much  upon  Milk  ;  and  that  the 
ancient  Inhabitants  of  this  Island  were  less  troubled  with 
Coughs  when  they  went  naked,  and  slept  in  Caves  and  Woods, 
than  Men  now  in  Chambers  and  Feather-beds.  Plato  will  tell 
us,  that  there  was  no  such  Disease  as  a  catarrh  in  Homer's 
time,  and  that  it  was  but  new  to  Greece  in  his  age.  Polydore 
Virgil  delivereth  that  Pleurisies  were  rare  in  England,  who  lived 
but  in  the  days  of  Henry  the  Eighth.  Some  will  allow  no 
Diseases  to  be  new,  others  think  that  many  old  ones  are 
ceased  ;  and  that  such  which  are  esteemed  new,  will  have  but 
their  time  ;  However,  the  Mercy  of  God  hath  scattered  the 
great  heap  of  Diseases,  and  not  loaded  any  one  Country  with 
all  ;  some  may  be  new  in  one  Country  which  have  been  old 
in  another." 

"  Aprons  in  the  Pharmacy  " 

is  surely  an  appropriate  peg  (p.  259) 
upon  which  to  hang  a  comment  on  clothes  generally  in  rela- 
tion to  the  pharmacist.  A  few  days  ago  I  came  across  bills 
for  some  garments  supplied  to  an  apothecary  about  1798. 
evidently  a  Quaker  ;  among  them  was  one  for  a  pair  of  vel- 
veteen knee  breeches  at  18s.  The  apron  would  no  doubt  be 
worn  to  preserve  these  from  staining.  The  wearing  of  this 
useful  garment  persisted  well  into  the  eighties  of  the  past 
century  ;  I  even  recall  an  old  pharmacist  in  South-West 
London  who,  in  the  early  'nineties,  wore  a  frock  coat  with 
silk  lapels  copiously  stained  and  a  white  apron  tied  round  his 
waist.  As  an  assistant  in  an  historic  pharmacy  (living  in), 
I  was  expected  to  wear  a  black  morning  coat  and  striped 
trousers  when  at  the  front  counter  ;  if  an  apron  was  worn  it 
was  taken  off  when  entering  the  shop.  Before  beginning  the 
business  of  the  day  we  were  supposed  to  have  shaved.  The 
use  of  the  overall  became  common  in  the  pharmacy  about  1919- 
There  seems  no  doubt  that  this  garment  is  more  useful  than  the 
apron,  and  it  certainly  looks  better.

"  A  Sea-Lawyer  Business." — At  Highgate  (London)  Petty 
Sessions,  on  September  2,  Mr.  Herbert  Benjamin  Thompson, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Park  Road,  N.8,  was  summoned 
under  Section  25  (o)  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933, 
for  failing  to  give  information  to  an  inspector  as  required  under 
the  Act,  and  for  wilfully  delaying  or  obstructing  an  inspector 
appointed  under  the  Act.  He  pleaded  "  Not  guilty."  Mr. 
John  Cecil  Coombes,  an  inspector  under  the  Act,  said  that  on 
July  30  he  called  at  Mr.  Thompson's  premises  for  the  purpose 
of  seeing  the  prescription-book,  as  he  wanted  to  see  that 
Schedule  I  poisons  had  been  correctly  entered.  Witness  asked 
for  the  prescription-book,  but  Mr.  Thompson  refused  to  let 
him  see  it,  saying  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  no 
authority  to  see  his  prescription-book.  Witness  called  Mr. 
Highfield,  another  inspector  who  was  outside,  and  in  his 
presence  asked  for  the  prescription-book  to  be  shown.  Mr. 
Thompson  again  refused.  The  section  of  the  Act  was  read  to 
him,  but  he  continued  to  refuse.  Mr.  Thompson,  producing 
his  register  of  poisons  in  the  witness-box,  said  when  he  sold 
poisons  he  entered  them  in  the  register.  When  Mr.  Coombes, 
who  had  seen  the  register,  asked  for  the  prescription-book, 
he  thought  he  was  asking  for  something  which  was  of  no  value 
to  him  and  for  a  book  which  he  was  not  entitled  to  see  under 
the  Act.  Until  recently  the  prescription-book  involved  every- 
thing the  doctor  ordered  and  what  the  chemist  himself  pre- 
scribed. He  now  kept  a  separate  portion  of  the  register  for 
prescriptions  containing  poisons,  and  kept  his  prescription-book 
for  prescriptions  not  containing  poisons.  In  answer  to  ques- 
tions, he  said  he  considered  the  prescription-book  a  private 
matter  between  doctor,  chemist  and  patient.  He  had  a  right 
to  make  it  easy  for  the  inspector  by  keeping  another  book. 
The  magistrates  imposed  a  fine  of  20s.,  with  42s.  costs,  on  the 
summons  for  failing  to  give  information.  The  other  summons 
was  dismissed.  The  chairman  referred  to  the  case  as  "a  sea- 
lawyer  business  coupled  with  a  little  obstinacy."  Mr. 
Thompson  expressed  his  intention  of  appealing.

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White  and  Red  Letter  Days

ON  August  17  I  presented  myself  at  the  Hotel  Monopole- 
Metropole,  Cologne-on-Rhine,  and  received  my  tickets, 
vouchers  and  ' '  badge  to  wear  ' '  for  the  great 
"Bayer"  days— and  what  days!  The  badge  was  in  white 
and  red,  Herr  Hitler's  colours,  and  many  were  the  "  Heil 
Hitlers  "  we  had  to  respond  to  when  this  badge  was  seen  by 
German  people.  At  8  p.m.  we  met  outside  Cologne  Cathedral 
and  were  taken  by  luxurious  autobus  to  an  open-air  restaurant 
across  the  River  Rhine,  where  dinner  was  served.  As  we 
commenced  with  pate  de  foie  gras  and  Russian  caviare,  one 
began  to  realise  that  the  hospitality  of  the  House  of  Bayer  was 
planned  upon  a  princely  scale. 

This  Rheinpark-Restaurant  (Messegelande)  had  650  of  the 
leading  doctors  and  chemists  of  the  world  seated  in  its  pre- 
cincts, and  Bayers  entertained  another  650  on  the  following 
evening.    Some  fifty  nationalities  were  represented,  and  there 

were  200  of  the  Bayer  staff  dele- 
gated to  act  as  stewards  and 
guides,  forty  of  them  being 
interpreters.  Each  interpreter 
carried  a  band  on  his  arm  of 
the  language  he  spoke,  and  some 
interpreters  had  as  many  as 
three  bands.  As  the  various 
courses  of  the  sumptuous  ban- 
quet were  served,  a  special 
programme  of  artistic  perform- 
ances was  presented  by  the 
Bayer  Ballet  under  the  control 
of  the  ballet  mistress  of  the 
Cologne  Opera  House  ;  the 
juvenile  tenor  of  the  Cologne 
Opera  sang  arias  and  songs, 
and  the  Cologne  Broadcasting 
orchestra  rendered  soulful  music 
for  dancing.  At  n  p.m.,  in 
honour  of  the  visitors,  all  Cologne  turned  out  to  see  the 
floodlighting  of  the  Cathedral,  the  illuminated  public  buildings 
and  the  gigantic  firework  display.  Some  fifty  Rhenish  maidens, 
each  wearing  a  silver  plaque  showing  the  name  of  a  vine- 
growing  district,  dispensed  the  appropriate  wine  ;  a  dance 
floor  suspended  over  the  fast-flowing  Rhine,  beautifully 
illuminated  with  variegated  lights,  kept  the  younger  people 
happy,  whilst  an  annex  with  an  orchestra  provided  for  the 
overflow.  With  the  motto  before  us  of  "  German  Wine  on  the 
German  Rhine  "  a  very  memorable  "  Bayer  "  Rhenish  evening 
(or  morning)  was  brought  to  an  end.  We  were  informed  that 
our  "  Bayer  "  evening  had  been  broadcast  all  over  the  world. 

Next  morning  saw  us  departing  at  8.30  in  special  con- 
veyances for  the  I.G.  Works  at  Leverkusen-on-Rhme.  At 
9  a.m.  we  entered  the  spacious  lecture  hall  of  the  Leverkusen 
Works  to  the  strains  of  martial  music  provided  by  the  Bayer 
brass  band.  Here  General  Konsul  Wilh.  R.  Mann  gave  us  a 
lecture  on  "  Bayer  in  the  Service  of  World  Economy."  This 
was  followed  by  a  lecture,  delivered  by  Director  Dr.  Mertens, 
on  "  German  Medicine  and  German  Remedies."  A  film  was 
shown  setting  forth  the  progress  and  expansion  of  the  Lever- 
kusen Works  and  ending  with  "  How  a  Modern  Drug  Factory 
Works  "  ;  various  stages  of  chemical  manufacture,  compressing 
of  Bayer's  tablets  and  ampoule  filling  by  machinery  were 
exemplified.  This  over,  a  pause  was  made  to  photograph 
each  group  of  nationals. 

Then  began  the  visit  through  the  great  works  of  the  LCx 
Farben-Industrie  commenced  in  1893  by  Dr.  Leverkus  & 
Sons  (hence  Leverkusen),  where  we  saw  the  largest  sulphuric 
acid  manufacturing  plant  in  Europe.  We  went  through  the 
inorganic  chemistry  division,  the  by-product  division  and 
finally  the  division  for  finished  products.  Here  we  saw  the 
Bayer  Cross  aspirin  tablets,  pyramidon  tablets,  luminal 
tablets  and  legion  others  being  packed  and  labelled  m  every 
language  of  the  world.  They  are  exported  to  seventy-eight 
different  countries.  .  . 

I  was  struck  with  the  fact  that  pyramidon  tablets  are  sola 
freely  everywhere  except  in  Great  Britain,  where  they  are 


included  in  one  of  the  new  Poisons  Schedules.  Are  we  too  par- 
ticular? Tabletten  pyramidon  (Bayer)  are  freely  advertised 
and  sold  in  Germany.  A  visit  was  then  paid  to  the  Bayer 
display  museum  and  lecture  theatre.  Here  were  grouped 
various  exhibits  showing  the  Bayer  insect  pest  control.  Sleep- 
ing sickness  was  illustrated  with  an  actual  piece  of  swamp 
showing  the  eggs  of  insects  coming  to  maturity  and  life,  and 
then  how  the  natives  are  infected.  Photographs  of  natives  in 
various  stages  of  encephalitis  lethargica  were  shown,  and  then 
the  Bayer  research  and  remedy.  A  chart  showing  the  strength 
of  hypnotic  drugs  was  very  interesting.  Beginning  with 
adalm,  the  most  harmless,  then  next  prominal,  luminal  and 
on  to  sulphonal,  trional  and  finally  veronal. 

Glass  showhouses  were  inspected  which  were  filled  with 
birds  with  outspread  wings,  the  gradation  of  colours  shaded 
to  match  ;  every  known  beetle,  from  black  to  bronze  green, 
was  also  shown,  the  colours  gradually  dissolving  into  a  com- 
posite whole.  These  were  foj  the  use  of  the  Anilin-Fabrikation 
for  making  their  dyes.  We  noticed  the  sensitised  photographic 
paper  factory  and  discovered  that  the  Agfa  Company  are 
members  of  the  I.G.  group.  We  saw  the  two  126-metre 
chimneys  of  the  I.G.  power  station  supporting  the  largest  free 
hanging  illuminated  advertisement  in  the  world,  a  large  circle 
with  the  word  "  Bayer  "  in  the  centre,  composed  of  2,200 
electric  bulbs.     [Illustration  in  the  opposite  column.] 

To  me  the  most  studious  and  thorough  in  the  interest  they 
took  in  everything  were  the  Chinese  and  Japanese  visitors. 
Everyone  spoke  some  English,  but  with  fifty  different  lan- 
guages being  spoken  it  was  sometimes  difficult  to  talk  with 
one's  neighbour.  Our  visit  to  the  works  over,  steamers  were 
waiting  at  the  Leverkusen  landing  stage  to  take  us  for  a  sail 
along  the  Rhine.  A  wonderful  luncheon  was  served  aboard. 
A  men's  male  choir  from  Cologne  sang,  the  Bayer  brass  band 
played  for  dancing,  and  the  vine  girls  sang  us  folk  songs 
accompanied  by  a  native  orchestra.  Finally  the  Drachenfels, 
comprising  seven  mountains,  came  into  view,  the  boat  passing 
Konigswinter,  and  thence  proceeding  to  the  university  town  of 
Bonn  where  some  visited  the  home  of  Beethoven.  Finally 
our  steamship  travelled  downstream  to  Cologne  ;  and  with  a 
final  three  British  cheers  for  Bayers  (much  to  the  consternation 
of  the  other  nationals),  a  memorable  and  historical  event 
ended  with  our  disembarkation  on  Cologne  Quayside.

OUR  readers  who  were  unable  to  accept  the  House  of 
Bayer's  invitation  to  travel  under  their  care  from  Berlin 
to  Cologne  last  month,  and  accept  their  solicitude  during  the 
two  days  there,  missed  one  of  the  most  remarkable  records 
for  hospitality  ever  heard  of.  We  were  conveyed  from  Berlin 
by  special  trains  beautifully  decorated  and  fully  staffed  by 
waiters  and  officials  to  help  us  to  pass  the  hours  pleasantly^ 
Meals  were  provided,  with  wines,  cigars,  and  so  forth,  ana 
that  long  iourney  was  made  to  seem  a  dream.  In  Cologne  we 
were  accommodated  in  first-class  hotels.  A  magnificent  dinner 
was  provided  on  the  banks  of  the  Rhine,  at  which  the  Rhenish 
wine  flowed  to  the  accompaniment  of  music  and  dancing. 
I  ater  in  the  evening  a  wonderful  firework  display  was  shown  ; 
this  was  followed  by  dancing  until  the  small  hours  of  the 
morning.  After  breakfast  we  were  conducted  to  Leverkusen, 
where  a  most  interesting  tour  of  the  works  was  arranged.  We 
shall  never  forget  the  various  processes  of  filling  ampoules,  by 
hand  and  machine,  and  the  stamping  out  of  the  tablets  of 
aspirin,  luminal,  etc.  What  was  most  remarkable  was  the 
scrupulous  cleanliness  in  the  whole  establishment.  A  lecture 
was  Riven  in  German,  and  we  had  explanations  of  the  nature 
of  most  of  the  Bayer  products.  After  our  visit  to  their  works, 
we  were  ushered  to  the  waiting  Rhine  steamers,  decorated  with 
flags  of  all  countries  and  having  tables  set  for  lunch.  _  We  all 
enjoyed  this  trip  up  the  Rhine.  Before  returning  we 
were  each  presented  with  a  beautiful  first-aid  case  of  Bayer 
products.  Dinner  was  provided  at  our  hotel  on  returning,  and 
on  the  following  morning  we  said  farewell  at  the  close  of 
a  very  memorable  visit.  I  am  writing  this  in  appreciation  of 
the  splendid  time  the  House  of  Bayer  gave  the  many  travellers 
from  Berlin.

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Memorandum  on  Sterilised  Catgut 


THE  Ministry  of  Health  has  issued  (H.M.  Stationery 
Office,  2d.)  a  memorandum  on  sterilised  surgical  cat- 
gut. The  memorandum  refers  at  the  outset  to  the 
Therapeutic  Substances  Act,  1925,  and  to  Regulations  made 
under  the  Act  in  1930  and  193 1.  It  next  gives  particulars  of 
certain  cases  in  which  catgut  used  in  operations  has  been  sus- 
pected of  conveying  infection,  and  proceeds  to  describe  the 
raw  material,  methods  of  manufacture  and  methods  of  sterilisa- 
tion. A  general  account  of  the  following  sterilising  agents 
is  given :  — Heat,  iodine  solutions,  mercurial  solutions,  hydro- 
gen peroxide  (alone  or  in  combination  with  iodine),  and  essen- 
tial oils.  Filling,  sealing  and  labelling  are  reviewed.  Catgut 
may  become  recontaminated  between  the  completion  of  the 
sterilisation  process  and  the  sealing  of  the  container  or  packet 
in  five  ways.  The  latter  part  of  the  report  contains  sugges- 
tions and  data  from  which  we  quote :  — 

Efficiency  of  Various  Sterilising  Processes 

A  good  deal  of  research  work  has  been  done  on  the  sterility  of 
"  sterilised  surgical  catgut  "  prepared  by  different  methods, 
but  it  will  be  sufficient  here  to  summarise  the  principal  find- 
ings. .  .  . 

Dr.  R.  O.  Clock,  of  New  York,  concluded  as  the  result  of  an 
investigation  of  the  efficiency  of  twenty-seven  different  chemi- 
cal compounds  and  of  heat  in  sterilising  catgut  that  ' '  heat 
sterilisation  properly  controlled  is  the  only  safe  and  positive 
method  for  sterilising  surgical  catgut  sutures,"  but  in  the  light 
of  Professor  T.  J.  Mackie's  work  this  must  be  regarded  as  an 
extreme  view.  Clock's  results  have,  however,  confirmed 
Mackie's  previous  findings  with  regard  to  the  inefficiency  of 
various  sterilising  agents.  It  is  important  to  note  also  his 
demonstration  that  certain  chemical  methods  of  sterilising  cat- 
gut result  in  the  impregnation  of  the  gut  with  compounds  of 
such  a  nature  or  in  such  quantities  that  the  usual  methods  of 
removing  chemicals  from  the  gut  as  a  preliminary  to  sterility 
tests  are  insufficient  to  remove  such  chemicals  completely  from 
the  gut,  so  that  in  the  subsequent  bacteriological  tests  pre- 
scribed these  chemicals  exert  a  bacteriostatic  action  sufficient  to 
invalidate  the  tests.  Examples  of  such  chemicals  are  copper 
and  mercury  compounds.  Whether  pathogenic  micro-organisms 
would  be  able  to  grow  in  the  human  body  from  such  gut 
in  the  presence  of  the  chemicals  so  impregnating  it  is  a  question 
which  requires  further  investigation. 

Mackie  investigated  the  efficiency  of  fifty-one  different 
methods  of  sterilising,  of  which  only  a  few  of  the  most  impor- 
tant and  interesting  will  be  referred  to  here.  Long  exposure 
(up  to  seventy-three  days)  to  ethyl  alcohol  in  various  forms 
was  found  to  have  little  action  on  bacterial  spores.  Oil  of 
cloves  and  oil  of  eucalyptus  were  shown  (as  has  been  already 
remarked)  to  be  "  practically  inert  as  bactericides  for  sporing 
bacteria,"  spores  being  viable  after  131  days'  exposure  to  these 
substances.  Phenol  and  lysol  were  also  quite  ineffective. 
Similar  results  for  oil  of  eucalyptus  and  phenol  and  also  for 
oil  of  turpentine  were  obtained  by  Bulloch  and  his  collabora- 
tors. Formalin  was  more  effective,  exposure  to  a  2  per  cent, 
watery  solution  for  forty  minutes  preventing  tetanus  spores 
from  producing  tetanus  in  a  guinea-pig,  though  the  spores  were 
still  viable,  but  after  treatment  with  a  3  per  cent,  solution 
for  twenty-four  hours,  the  spores  were  no  longer  viable.  This 
was  a  rather  better  result  than  that  obtained  by  Bulloch. 
Acraflavine  and  crystal  violet  brilliant-green  mixture  were  quite 
ineffective  and  biniodide  of  mercury,  which  was— and  unfor- 
tunately still  is — such  a  popular  disinfectant  for  catgut  in  spite 
of  the  adverse  report  of  Bulloch  in  1929,  was  unable  to  kill 
spores  after  exposure  for  eighty-two  days  to  a  1 : 1,000  alcoholic 
solution.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  presence  of  a  small 
quantity  of  this  substance  in  catgut  might  perhaps  be  useful  in 
preventing  infection  of  the  catgut  in  situ  subsequent  to  opera- 
tion, but  this  is  doubtful.  As  regards  per  chloride  of  mercury 
on  which  Bulloch  reported  unfavourably,  B.  tetani  spores  sur- 
vived exposure  for  twenty-eight  days  to  a  1:1,000  aqueous 
solution  of  this  substance,  but  the  addition  of  hydrochloric  acid 
cuts  this  time  down  to  eleven  days.    Silver  nitrate  proved  to 


be  very  lethal  to  spores,  but,  as  Mackie  remarks,  it  "  seems 
hardly  applicable  as  an  agent  for  sterilising  catgut,  owing  to 
the  silver  impregnation  of  the  gut  which  results  from  treatment 
under  ordinary  conditions." 

Boracic  acid  in  saturated  solution  also  proved  very  effec- 
tive, but  would  probably  destroy  the  physical  properties  of  the 
catgut.  Iodine  trichloride  in  the  form  of  1  per  cent,  aqueous 
solution  was  "  the  most  effective  agent,  among  those  tested 
by  us,  for  the  destruction  of  bacterial  spores,"  but  unfortu- 
nately appeared  to  produce  considerable  physical  alteration  in 
the  gut.  Eusol  (equivalent  to  a  0.25  per  cent,  solution  of  hypo- 
chlorous  acid  in  water)  destroyed  tetanus  spores  in  eighteen 
hours,  but  B.  mesentericus  spores  survived  for  forty-one  days. 
A  number  of  different  preparations  of  iodine  were  tested  and 
iodine-water  was  shown  to  be  "  one  of  the  most  effective  pre- 
parations of  uncombined  iodine  that  can  be  used  for  sterilis- 
ing purposes,"  B.  tetani  spores  being  usually  destroyed  after 
from  one  to  two  hours'  exposure  to  a  1  per  cent,  solution  of 
iodine  in  2  per  cent,  aqueous  potassium  iodide,  though  the 
spores  sometimes  survived  longer  and  B.  mesentericus  spores 
survived  for  twenty-four  hours  to  six  days.  This  confirms 
Bulloch's  earlier  findings.  Hydrogen  peroxide  was  found,  as  in 
Bulloch's  experiments,  to  be  a  very  effective  agent,  destroying 
B.  tetani  spores  in  one  hour  and  B.  sporo genes  spores  (the  most 
resistant)  in  two  and  a  half  hours.  Moreover,  such  short 
exposure  had  no  deleterious  effect  upon  the  physical  properties 
of  the  catgut,  though  this  was  no  longer  true  after  exposure 
for  twelve  hours  or  longer.  This  substance,  moreover,  "  was- 
just  as  effective  in  destroying  organisms  (including  spores)  in 
fresh  catgut  ribbons  and  unsterilised  strings  as  in  the  case 
of  artificially  contaminated  gut."  Finally  Mackie  tested  out 
a  combined  hydrogen  peroxide  +  iodine-water  method  "  under 
factory  conditions,"  and  found  that  if  the  sunspun  ribbons  were 
soaked  in  hydrogen  peroxide  for  twelve  hours  and  the  spun 
strings  afterwards  treated  with  iodine-water  for  eight  days,  the 
excess  iodine  being  removed  at  the  end  of  the  process  by 
washing  in  two  changes  of  spirit,  a  sterile  gut  with  good 
physical  properties  was  produced,  provided  careful  attention 
was  paid  to  certain  technical  details. 

Mackie's  experiments  to  ascertain  the  effectiveness  of  heat  as 
a  sterilising  process  were,  unfortunately,  very  limited  in  their 
scope.  He  found  that  the  particular  heat  methods  he  employed 
either  failed  to  produce  satisfactory  sterilisation  of  the  gut 
or  ruined  it  for  surgical  use,  but  the  possibility  of  effective 
sterilisation  by  heat  combined  with  the  preservation  of  the 
physical  properties  of  the  gut  on  which  its  value  in  surgery  de- 
pends is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  several  brands  of  gut 
so  sterilised  are  sold  under  licence  in  this  country. 

Conclusions 

There  are  many  problems  connected  with  sterilised  surgical 
catgut  which  require  further  investigation,  including  its  fate 
when  introduced  into  the  human  body,  the  conditions  under 
which  micro-organisms  which  have  survived  in  its  interior 
may  multiply  and  infect  the  patient's  tissues,  and  the  best 
method  of  ensuring  the  sterility  of  the  catgut  whilst  preserv- 
ing those  physical  properties  upon  which  its  usefulness  to  the 
surgeon  depends,  but  in  the  meanwhile  the  following  conclu- 
sions can  be  drawn  from  our  present  knowledge  of  the  facts :  — 

1.  The  efficient  sterilisation  of  catgut  for  surgical  pur- 
poses is  far  from  simple  and  presents  special  problems. 

2.  Serious  danger  attends  the  use  of  raw  catgut,  or  so- 
called  internally  sterilised  catgut,  to  which  sterilising  pro- 
cesses of  doubtful  efficacy  are  applied  in  the  hospital. 

3.  Many  brands  of  efficiently  sterilised  catgut  controlled 
under  the  Therapeutic  Substances  Acts  are  available. 

4.  Post-operative  tetanus,  gas-gangrene  and  other  infec- 
tions from  surgical  catgut  can  be  prevented  by  the  use  of 
catgut  manufactured  by  licensees  under  the  Act  or  of  other 
catgut  sterilised  by  methods  similar  to  those  employed  by 
licensees. 

It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  the  authorities  of  all  hospitals  in 
which  surgical  operations  involving  the  use  of  catgut  are  per- 
formed should  investigate  carefully  the  origin  of  the  catgut 
and  any  method  of  sterilising  it  which  may  be  employed  in 
their  hospitals.  ... 
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Fish  Liver  Oils  of  High  Vitamin  Potency

THE  very  definite  trend  in  medicine  towards  vitamin 
administration  and  the  undoubted  beneficial  effect  of 
these  food  factors  on  general  health  have  given  every 
incentive  to  the  manufacturer  for  intensive  research  in  respect 
to  naturally  occurring  materials  containing  abundant  supplies 
of  vitamins.  On  account  of  this  demand,  there  is  more  need 
than  ever  for  strict  scientific  control  and  official  standards. 
Until  these  are  recognised,  there  is  the  greatest  need  for  the 
small  user  to  guard  against  the  alluring  offers  of  high  potency 
oils  at  low  prices,  the  misleading  nature  of  which  and  the 
difficulty  of  determining  the  real  value  of  such  the  following 
article  will  indicate. 

Cod-liver  oil  was  at  one  time  considered  the  best  source  of 
vitamins  A  and  D.  It  is  still  one  of  the  best  materials  when 
the  food  value  of  the  oil,  apart  from  the  vitamins,  is  of  conse- 
quence. In  many  cases,  however,  the  oil  content  was  _  an 
objection,  and  cod-liver  oil  concentrates  were  made  by  saponify- 
ing the  oil  and  extracting  the  unsaponifiable  matter  in  which 
the  whole  of  the  vitamin  content  resided.  By  this  means  the 
undesirable  effects  of  large  doses  of  fat  were  avoided.  The 
advent  of  halibut-liver  oil,  however,  in  1930,  provided  a  source 
which  largely  obviated  the  necessity  for  concentrating. 
Although  the  vitamin  content  of  this  oil  varies  enormously 
according  to  -the  season  of  the  year  and  the  locality  in  which 
the  fish  are  caught,  the  reputable  manufacturer  is  able  to 
supply  an  oil  equal  in  potency  to  the  cod-liver  oil  concentrates. 
The  ratio  of  vitamin  A  to  vitamin  D  in  cod-liver  oil  expressed 
in  international  units  is  about  8  or  m  to  1,  650  A  to  85  D 
being  the  U.S. P.  standard,  whilst  in  halibut-liver  oil  the  ratio 
is  about  20  to  1,  one  of  the  best-known  manufacturers  giving 
50,000  A  to  2,500  D. 

High  Vitamin  Potencies 

On  account  of  the  scarcity  of  supplies  of  halibut,  manufac- 
turers, both  in  England  and  America,  investigated  every 
available  fish  liver  in  their  search  for  something  equal  to,  or 
better  than,  the  halibut.  With  the  possible  exception  of  the 
swordfish,  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  liver  oil  which  has 
the  same  ratio  of  A  to  D  coupled  with  the  high  potency 
exhibited  by  the  halibut.  Some  livers  of  extraordinarily  high 
vitamin  value  have,  however,  been  investigated  and  the  oil 
extracted  in  commercial  quantities.  It  is  the  Pacific  Ocean 
which  has  proved  most  prolific  in  these  potent  oils.  The 
extraordinary  feature  of  these  oils  is  their  amazing  vitamin  D 
content.  For  many  years  it  was  thought  that  although  it  was 
possible  to  obtain  oils  of  high  vitamin-A  potency,  the  vitamin- 
D  content  never  reached  anything  like  the  potency  of  vitamin 
A,  and  to  bring  up  the  potency  of  the  D  it  was  necessary  to 
add  calciferol,  the  purified  product  obtained  by  irradiating 
ergosterol.  The  disadvantage  of  the  latter  compared  with  the 
former  is  that  it  has  not  the  same  curative  power  on  human 
beings  or  chicks  as  the  natural  material  found  in  cod-liver  oil. 
In  other  words,  it  is  a  different  substance. 

The  oils  obtained  from  some  Pacific  fish  livers,  however, 
completely  altered  preconceived  ideas,  and  liver  oils  containing 
100,000  international  units  vitamin  D  and  over  per  gram  of 
oil  have  been  discovered.  There  is  the  bluefin  tuna  (Thunnus 
thynnus),  containing  from  40,000  to  100,000  international 
units,  and  the  swordfish  from  3,000  to  10,000.  In  most  cases, 
however,  the  ratio  of  A  to  D  is  entirely  different  to  that  of  the 
cod.  In  some  cases,  e.g.,  the  bluefin  tuna,  the  D  is  sometimes 
actually  higher  than  the  A.  During  the  last  eighteen  months 
some  200  different  species  of  fish-liver  oils  have  been  examined, 
and  in  small  quantities  oils  containing  as  much  as  25  per  cent, 
of  pure  vitamin  A  (500,000-600,000  I.U.)  and  200,000  inter- 
national units  of  vitamin  D  have  been  obtained. 

Vitamin  D 

At  first  sight  it  would  seem  that  it  should  now  be  a  simple 
matter  to  obtain  an  oil  of  definite  A  and  D  potency  by  blending 


these  various  oils.  It  has  been  found,  however,  that  there  is 
a  great  variation  in  the  physiological  activity  of  vitamin  D 
from  various  sources,  and  a  consideration  of  this  varied 
activity  has  led  many  workers  in  this  field  to  the  conclusion 
that  there  are  at  least  two,  and  probably  a  whole  series,  of 
forms  of  vitamin  D,  and  the  position  must  be  reviewed  to 
understand  the  difficulties  which  beset  the  path  of  the  manu- 
facturer who  honestly  endeavours  to  supply  a  vitamin  product 
of  definite  potency  on  which  the  pharmacist  and  medical  man 
can  rely.  The  only  method  of  testing  natural  vitamin  D  is 
by  its  action  in  healing  rickets,  and  this  power  of  healing  is 
expressed  in  international  units. 

It  is  now  well  known  that  calciferol,  when  administered  to 
poultry  to  prevent  fowl  rickets  or  leg-weaknesses,  has  only 
from  one-twentieth  to  one-hundredth  the  efficiency  of  the 
natural  vitamin  D  contained  in  cod-liver  oil  when  the  two  are 
compared  by  curing  rickets  in  rats.  Although  the  discrepancy 
is  not  so  great,  it  has  been  found  that  the  vitamin  D  contained 
in  fish-liver  oils  varies  greatly  when  compared  on  rats  and 
chickens.  For  example,  unit  for  unit,  the  albacore-liver  oil 
has  only  about  one-eighth  the  efficiency  of  cod-liver  oil  when 
tested  on  the  chick.  On  the  other  hand  there  are  oils  the 
vitamin  D  of  which  is  much  higher  than  cod-liver  oil  when 
tested  in  this  way.  Thus  the  White  Sea  bass  has  two-and- 
a-half  times  the  efficiency  of  cod-liver  oil  when  thus  tested. 
It  seems  highly  probable  that  in  future  some  test  will  be  laid 
down  as  to  whether  the  efficiency  of  an  oil  in  curing  fowl 
rickets  also  complies  with  a  standard  which  is  at  present  not 
available.  The  position  occupied  by  the  human  organism  in 
respect  to  rickets  and  its  curability  by  vitamin  D  appears  to 
be  somewhere  between  the  rat  and  the  chicken.  It  is  extremely 
difficult  to  make  extensive  comparative  tests  clinically,  and  in 
a  recent  American  publication  little  clinical  difference  could  be 
found  between  calciferol  and  natural  D,  but  the  evidence  of 
Hesse  (one  of  the  most  careful  and  reliable  workers  in  this 
field)  and  the  findings  of  the  White  House  Conference  (1932) 
seem  to  indicate  that  natural  D  as  present  in  cod-liver  oil  has 
about  three  times  the  activity  of  calciferol  when  employed  in 
humans. 

Vitamin  A 

The  activity  of  vitamin  A  is  believed  to  be  invariably  asso- 
ciated with  the  presence  of  the  alcohol  C„H30O,  although  this 
may  be  sometimes  present  in  the  free  state  and  sometimes  in 
the  form  of  esters.  It  has  a  very  definite  absorption  band  in 
the  ultra-violet  region  of  the  spectrum,  and  the  intensity  of 
this  band  is  an  accurate  measure  of  the  amount  present  in  an 
oil.  In  most  cases  this  method  is  a  quick  and  effective  method 
of  measuring  the  amount  of  vitamin  A  present.  In  this  country 
a  factor  of  1600  is  used  to  multiply  the  extinction  co-efficient 
for  a  1  per  cent,  solution  in  a  1  cm.  cell  in  order  to  determine 
the  number  of  international  units  obtained  by  actual  growth 
tests.  In  some  cases,  however,  this  factor  is  not  accurate  ; 
and  in  the  addendum  of  the  B.P.  which  comes  into  force  on 
January  i,  1937,  although  mentioning  both  tests  it  is  insisted 
that  in  the  event  of  differences  the  biological  test  must  be  final. 
Two  examples  of  these  differences  may  be  mentioned.  The 
ishinagi,  a  fish  caught  in  the  Northern  Pacific,  yields  a  liver 
oil  which,  tested  spectrographically,  indicates  an  A  value  of 
600,000  international  units.  Tested  biologically,  however,  the 
oil  indicates  only  about  one-quarter  to  one-sixth  of  the  expected 
potency.  On  the  other  hand,  halibut-liver  oil  usually  gives  a 
much  higher  biological  potency  than  the  spectrographs  deter- 
mination indicates. 

Origin  of  Vitamins  A  and  D 

It  has  been  conclusively  demonstrated  that  vitamin  A  is 
formed  from  carotene  in  the  liver  and  that  the  latter  is 
synthes'sed  by  plant  life.  On  the  other  hand,  although  it  is 
known  that  vitamin  D  in  the  form  of  calciferol  can  be  obtained 
by  the  action  of  light  on  ergosterol,  the  origin  of  this  vitamin 
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in  fish-liver  oil  is  still  obscure.  The  original  suggestion  by 
Steenbock  and  Black  (1925)  was  that  it  was  obtained  from  the 
plankton  which,  in  turn,  is  ingested  by  little  fishes  and  these 
by  larger  fishes.  It  has  been  observed,  however,  that  the 
marine  diatom  which  synthesises  carotene  fails  to  produce 
vitamin  D.  Drummond  and  Gunther  found  no  vitamin  in 
either  phytoplankton  or  zooplankton.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
capelin,  which  is  the  principal  food  of  the  Newfoundland  cod- 
fish, contains  little  vitamin  D.  Marine  mammals,  such  as  the 
seal  and  whale,  have  little  or  no  vitamin  D  in  their  liver  oils. 

Bills  found  that  when  young  catfish  are  grown  in  the  absence 
of  light  their  liver,  nevertheless,  contained  vitamin  D.  Experi- 
ence has  shown  that  the  maximum  vitamin  D  content  of  fish- 
liver  oils  in  northern  latitudes  is  usually  from  March  to  May, 
before  the  surface  life  of  the  ocean  attains  its  maximum  activity 
and  before  the  light  is  most  strongly  active  in  photosynthesis. 
Furthermore,  it  is  the  deep  sea  fish  whose  liver  yields  an  oil 
containing  the  most  vitamin  D.  It  is,  however,  fairly  definitely 
known  that  after  spawning  a  fish-liver  oil  contains  more  vita- 
min D  than  before.  Although  the  decreased  yield  of  oil  may 
account  to  a  certain  extent  for  the  increased  amount  of 
vitamin  D,  it  does  not  entirely  account  for  the  difference.  It 
would  seem,  therefore,  that  fish  have  a  mechanism  for 
synthesising  necessary  vitamin  D  at  certain  seasons,  the  signi- 
ficance and  purpose  of  which  is  at  present  unknown.  The  liver 
may  salvage  the  vitamin  D  ingested,  but  this  does  not  seem 
to  explain  the  position  satisfactorily. 

On  account  of  the  very  large  number  of  oils  and  their  con- 
siderable volume — particularly  taking  into  account  their  very 
high  vitamin  content — it  is  surprising  to  find  that  cod-liver  oil 
not  only  maintains  its  important  position  but  is  even  increasing 
in  popularity,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  if  cod-liver  oil  was 
the  sole  source  of  vitamins  there  would  be  a  very  great  shortage 
indeed.  Cod-liver  oil  and  halibut-liver  oil  have  both  proved  of 
great  clinical  value,  and  some  considerable  time  must  elapse 
before  these  two  oils  are  likely  to  be  supplanted.  It  is  curious 
to  note  that  the  action  of  the  vitamin  D  in  cod-liver  oil  and 
halibut-liver  oil  is  almost  identical  on  rats  and  chicks  in  spite 


of  the  fact  that  each  belongs  to  a  distinct  species  of  fish.  In 
those  cases  in  which  the  fat  of  the  cod-liver  oil  is  desirable  this 
oil  has  the  choice.  In  the  many  cases  in  which  the  fat  is  an 
objection,  halibut-liver  oil  has  a  great  advantage. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  some  fish  livers  yielding  oils  which 
have  a  high  potency.  These  figures  represent  the  values 
actually  obtained,  but  a  warning  must  be  issued  to  the  effect 
that  there  is  a  considerable  variation  at  different  seasons  of  the 
year,  and  a  very  great  deal  also  depends  upon  the  locality  in 
which  the  fish  has  been  caught.  The  actual  value  of  the  oils 
may  be  100  per  cent,  higher  than  those  given  and  frequently 
50  per  cent,  lower.

All  these  fish  are  extremely  plentiful  in  the  Pacific  Ocean  ; 
and  although  the  oil  present  in  the  livers  is  in  small  amounts 
varying  from  1  per  cent,  to  10  per  cent.,  on  account  of  the 
very  plentiful  supplies  available  natural  vitamin  D  can  be  pur- 
chased at  a  price  comparable  to  that  of  calciferol,  and  there 
seems  little  doubt  that  within  the  next  few  years  much  more 
will  be  heard  of  the  class  of  oils  obtained  from  this  source. 


"Safety  First"  Propaganda  in  Detroit 


THE  heavy  toll  of  deaths  and 
injuries  resulting  from  traffic 
accidents  in  Detroit,  U.S.A., 
streets  prompted  Cunningham's,  a 
multiple-chemist  organisation  in  the 
city,  to  launch  their  own  ' '  Drive  with 
Care"  campaign.  The  appeal,  using 
newspapers,  posters,  window  and 
counter  displays,  lasted  throughout  the 
month  of  June.  Fifty  large  posters 
placed  in  strategic  positions  will  con- 
tinue the  appeal  until  the  end  of  the 
summer.  Between  January  1  and 
May  15  this  year  fatal  traffic  accidents 
on  Detroit  streets .  numbered  no  and 
injuries  totalled  4,382.  The  president 
of  the  organisation  decided  that  co- 
operation with  the  police  in  their  efforts 
to  reduce  these  accidents  would  be  time 
and  money  well  spent.  There  have 
been  a  number  of  campaigns  to  reduce 
traffic  toll  in  Detroit,  but  it  is  believed 
that  this  is  the  first  time  a  commer- 
cial enterprise  has  gone  to  such  lengths. 

The  central  figure  in  poster  and  news- 
paper advertising  was  a  dramatically 
portrayed  policeman  carrying  an  injured  child  in  his  arms, 
with  the  question  "  Is  this  YOUR  boy?  "  and  the  slogan 
"  Drive  with  care."  Use  of  this  illustration  was  permitted 
by  a  firm  of  manufacturing  druggists'  sundriesmen,  in  whose 
own  advertising  it  had  been  extensively  used.  The  posters 
were  placed  in  key  positions  where  motor  traffic  was  heaviest. 
An  eight-column  reproduction  of  the  poster  was  inserted  in  the 
three  Detroit  daily  newspapers  early  in  the  campaign,  followed 


by  smaller  reminders  inserted  for  the  balance  of  the  month. 
Window  and  interior  displays  in  each  of  the  seventy  shops  of 
the  organisation  reinforced  the  appeal  during  the  same  period, 
and  one  million  leaflets  urging  careful  driving  were  printed  for 
distribution  to  customers.  Pupils  in  Detroit  schools  com- 
menced their  summer  holidays  .on  June  18.  A  further  250,000 
leaflets  were  printed  without  the  firm's  name  and  given  out 
to  them  before  the  holidays. 
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Pharmacy  in  Cyprus 

In  the  annual  report  for  1935  the  Government  Analyst,  Cyprus, 
makes  the  following  report  on  the  inspection  of  pharmacies  in 
the  island :  Government  dispensaries,  private  pharmacies  and 
clinics  were  inspected  half-yearly  and  the  Government  Analyst, 
as  Chief  Inspector  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Laws,  carried 
out  examinations  of  48  Government  and  27  private  pharmacies 
throughout  the  Colony,  all  by  surprise  inspection.  The  District 
Compounders  again  exercised  supervision  generally  in  their 
districts  and  in  the  towns  in  particular.  That  there  was  laxity 
in  the  making  out  of  D.D.  prescriptions  on  the  part  of  medical 
practitioners  was  again  obvious.  A  number  of  opium  prepara- 
tions, unfit  for  use,  were  recommended  for  destruction  which 
course  was  duly  approved.  It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to 
report  that  as  a  result  of  continued  supervision  the  condition 
of  both  Government  and  private  pharmacies,  so  far  as  dan- 
gerous drugs  are  concerned,  is  as  satisfactory  as  can  be 
expected  with  the  powers  available  under  our  present  laws  and 
regulations.  It  is  probable  that  it  would  not  have  been  possible 
to  exercise  as  much  control  but  for  the  facility  afforded  by  the 
adoption  of  the  Metric  System,  in  1933,  both  in  prescribing  and 
in  the  book-keeping  of  dangerous  drugs.  Difficulties  arose  in 
regard  to  certain  proprietary  preparations,  for  use  in  pulmonary 
and  bronchial  affections,  which  contained  codeine  or  dionine  in 
small  percentage.  Power  did  not  exist  to  enable  the  Depart- 
ment to  exempt  these  preparations  from  the  provisions  of  the 
D.D.  laws,  as  appears  to  be  the  case  in  Europe.  It  was,  there- 
fore, recommended  that  existing  stocks  be  allowed  to  be  re- 
exported to  the  manufacturers  and  that  such  preparations, 
containing  dionine  or  codeine  to  an  extent  not  exceeding  1  per 
cent,  be  exempted  from  these  regulations  for  the  future. 

Mysore  Sandalwood  Oil 
Industry 

(From  Our  Correspondent) 

Until  the  Great  European  War  the  sandalwood  collected  and 
prepared  by  the  local  Forest  Department  was  sold  by  auction 
and  was  purchased  for  export,  mostly  to  Germany,  for  distil- 
lation. The  outbreak  of  the  war  put  an  end  to  the  trade,  and 
a  source  of  revenue  which  yielded  Rs.  22J  lakhs  in  1913-14  was 
completely  dried  up.  Sir  Alfred  Chatterton,  who  was  Director 
of  Industries  at  the  time,  took  up  the  matter  at  the  instance 
of  the  Government.  The  experiments  undertaken  at  his 
direction  at  the  Institute  of  Science  showed  that  it  was  possible 
to  install  a  plant  for  the  distillation  of  the  oil  of  a  quality 
equal  to  that  produced  in  Europe.  The  Government  sanctioned 
the  proposal  to  erect  a  factory,  the  whole  of  the  plant  being 
manufactured  in  India  under  the  supervision  of  the  Director. 
The  factory  commenced  distillation  in  1916-17,  when  462  tons 
of  wood  were  distilled  and  the  oil  produced  was  readily  sold 
in  Europe.  The  factory  has  been  successful  since  the  start. 
The  output  of  sandalwood  in  Mysore,  where  the  cultivation 
is  under  the  special  care  of  the  Forest  Department,  is  about 
two-thirds  to  three-fourths  of  the  output  in  all  India,  which 
may  be  estimated  at  3,000  tons  per  annum.  The  remainder 
of  the  wood  is  produced  in  Coorg,  some  in  the  districts  of  the 
Madras  Presidency  and  a  small  quantity  in  the  Bombay  Presi- 
dency. The  enterprise  of  Mysore  has  helped  to  increase  the 
revenue  from  sandalwood  in  these  parts  of  British  India. 
Practically  all  the  wood  in  Mysore  is  reserved  for  the  Govern- 
ment factory,  and  the  wood  in  British  India  is  sold  at  auction, 
and  realises  much  higher  prices  than  if  it  had  to  compete 
with  the  Mysore  wood.  Efforts  of  the  Mysore  Government  to 
arrange  for  joint  distillation  of  the  entire  output  and  con- 
certed action  in  sales  have  so  far  been  fruitless.  One  of  the 
experts  attached  to  India  House  in  London  recently  recom- 
mended concerted  action  between  the  producers  of  Australian 
sandalwood  oil  and  Mysore,  in  view  of  the  prevailing  ten- 
dencies of  the  market.  It  is  obvious  that  concerted  action 
between  the  Indian  producers  is  at  least  equally  desirable.  It 
would  appear  that  this  measure  of  efficiency  in  production  and 
security  in  sales  has  to  wait  until  the  other  producers  of  the 
wood  in  India  realise  the  situation. 


Bulgarian  Rose  Oil 

The  first  returns  issued  by  the  Agricultural  and  Co-operative 
Bank  of  Bulgaria  give  the  total  quantity  of  flowers  gathered 
in  1936  as  approximately  8,000,000  kilos  against  12,000,000 
in  1935.  The  oil  produced  amounted  to  about  1,700  kilos, 
compared  with  2,400  kilos  in  the  previous  year,  and  1,750 
kilos  in  1934.  The  yield  was  lower  than  that  of  1935,  amount- 
ing to  one  kilo  of  oil  to  about  4,000  kilos  of  flowers.  The 
1935  ratio  was  4,000  kilos,  while  the  normal  ratio  varies 
between  3,500  and  3,600  kilos.  The  quality  is  fine,  and  said 
to  be  free  of  adulteration.  The  process  of  decreasing  the  acre- 
age, in  accordance  with  legal  provisions,  in  order  to  fit  the 
production  to  world  demand,  continued  slowly.  Somewhat 
larger  decreases  are  expected  in  future  years,  the  farmers  be- 
coming more  and  more  used  to  substituting  pyrethrum.  Out 
of  the  production  of  1,700  kilos  of  oil  in  1936,  over  80  per 
cent.,  was  distilled  by  the  local  co-operative  associations  under 
the  control  of  the  Bank.  The  rose  oil  distilled  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Bank  bears  the  seal  of  the  Bank  as  a  guarantee  of 
its  purity.  The  sales  are  made  by  the  Bank  directly  or  through 
the  Central  Union  of  Agricultural  Co-operatives.  Private  dis- 
tillers may  export  their  own  products  on  condition  that 
one-half  of  the  export  orders  are  purchased  from  the  stocks  of 
the  Bank,  i.e.,  each  export  order  of  a  private  distiller  must 
consist  of  50  per  cent,  of  his  own  stock  and  50  per  cent,  of  the 
stock  of  the  Bank.  According  to  the  Bank,  foreign  markets  are 
gradually  accustoming  themselves  to  apply  directly  to  them 
for  rose  oil  samples.  A  notable  increase  is  shown  by  exports  of 
rose  oil,  which  amounted  to  1,671  kilos  in  1935,  as  compared 
with  1,218  in  1934.  Exports  during  the  first  6  months  of 
1936,  January  to  June  inclusive,  are  estimated  at  over  400 
kilos,  with  anticipated  larger  exports  during  the  second  half 
of  the  year.  The  stocks  of  the  Bank  are  4,000  kilos  of  rose 
oil.  The  basis  price  for  the  sales  of  the  Bank  is  now  fixed 
at  4,500  French  francs  per  kilo,  net,  c.i.f.  foreign  ports 
(compared  with  5,000  French  francs  last  year). 


Eczema  from  Cod-liver  Oil 

A  report  of  two  cases  of  eczema  in  infants,  following  the 
administration  of  cod-liver  oil,  appeared  in  a  recent  issue  of 
"  The  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association  "  (107,  7, 
494).  The  first  baby,  a  boy  aged  twenty-two  months,  had 
eczema  rather  generalised.  The  eczema  first  appeared  on  the 
day  the  baby  came  home  from  the  hospital,  after  birth,  and 
had  persisted  with  remissions  and  exacerbations  since  then. 
On  his  first  day  at  home  he  was  given  cod-liver  oil  with 
viosterol  (ergosterol)  in  addition  to  the  breast  feeding.  The 
eczema  then  appeared  and  became  gradually  more  severe.  The 
diet  was  changed  from  time  to  time  and  the  usual  topical 
remedies  were  employed,  but  it  was  never  considered  that  the 
cod-liver  oil  might  be  the  source  of  the  eczema.  In  general 
the  child  was  in  good  health,  of  normal  weight  and  with  a 
general  healthy  appearance  despite  the  fact  that  he  presented 
a  "  feeding  problem  "  and  vomited  regularly.  At  nine  months 
of  age,  when  he  was  given  solid  foods,  fish  was  one  day 
included  in  the  diet  and  produced  in  the  child  severe  urticaria 
and  vomiting.  The  attack  was  transitory,  the  fact  that  he 
was  getting  cod-liver  oil  escaped  attention,  and  the  eczema 
persisted  in  a  chronic  state.  One  day  recently  the  child 
walked  into  the  kitchen  where  fish  was  being  fried.  He  im- 
mediately developed  severe  giant  hives,  conjunctivitis  and 
exacerbation  of  the  eczema,  apparently  from  inhalation,  for  the 
child  had  not  been  fed  with  the  fish.  Then,  and  not  until 
then,  did  the  authors  of  the  report  (Drs.  Samuel  J.  Hoffman 
and  Herbert  Rattner)  awake  to  the  fact  that  cod-liver  oil  might 
be  the  source  of  the  child's  eczema.  It  was  omitted  and  within 
forty-eight  hours  the  skin  showed  a  very  decided  improvement, 
gradually  to  clean  up  entirely. 

The  second  baby,  a  girl  aged  eighteen  months,  presented  an 
acute  eczema  of  the  face,  scalp  and  trunk  and  the  cubital  and 
popliteal  spaces,  of  four  months'  duration.  It  was  learned  that 
at  about  that  time  cod-liver  oil  had  been  fed  to  the  child  for 
the  first  time.  It  was  discontinued,  with  scepticism  on  the 
part  of  the  parents,  and  the  eczema  disappeared  completely,  to 
recur  after  a  trial  feeding  with  cod-liver  oil.  This  child,  too, 
had  a  recurrence  from  inhalation  when  fish  was  being  cooked 
in  the  home.

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Health  in  Scotland 

The  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland  has  issued  a 
report  on  incapacitating  sickness  in  the  insured  population 
of  Scotland  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1935.  This  report 
makes  interesting  reading,  especially  as  the  health  services 
provided  by  the  country  have  increased  so  enormously. 
There  are  prognostications  from  idealists  which  suggest 
that  medicine  is  likely  to  be  submerged  in  a  scheme  of 
nutrition  which  authorities  in  collaboration  have  produced 
as  a  means  of  providing  the  necessary  protein,  fat  and 
carbohydrate  dietary,  together  with  vitamins  and  minerals 
adequate  for  a  healthy  community.  According  to  this 
report,  however,  it  has  been  found  that  the  incidence  of 
cases  of  incapacity — and  these  cases  of  incapacity  have  been 
collated  from  medical  certificates  received  by  approved 
societies  operating  in  Scotland — is  steadily  rising.  It  is 
unfortunate  that  a  large  proportion  has  to  be  regarded  as 
cases  of  chronic  disablement  with  little  or  no  hope  of 
recovery.  Obviously,  this  is  a  growing  burden  that  has  to 
be  faced.  The  first  point  which  emerges  is  that  even  if 
adequate  nutrition  is  made  available  for  the  workers  of  the 
country,  there  is  no  guarantee  that  this  is  sufficient  to 
ensure  a  healthy  community  able  to  complete  a  full  day's 
work  in  accordance  with  modern  industrial  requirements. 
No  less  than  16  per  cent,  increase  has  to  be  noted  for  the 
year  under  review,  and  the  total  number  of  days  of  sickness 
is  10  per  cent,  greater  than  in  1933-34.  According  to  the 
report,  these  increases  are  to  be  attributed  to  an  outbreak 
of  influenza  during  the  early  months  of  1935.  For  the  whole 
period  of  five  years,  statistics  of  which  are  now  available, 
the  following  table  may  be  of  interest  : — ■

It  is  obvious  that  medicine,  even  in  its  present  advanced 
stage,  has  much  to  learn.  The  major  problems  of  disease 
are  concerned  with  droplet  infections,  among  which  are 
included  influenza,  respiratory  conditions,  rheumatism, 
gastric  disorders  and  general  states  of  ill  health,  including 
under  the  latter  heading  debility,  anaemia  and  neuras- 
thenia. It  is  common  knowledge  that  in  medical  circles 
to-day  the  term  "  neurasthenia "  is  looked  upon  with 
disfavour,  yet  the  fact  remains  that  many  workers  suffer 
from  a  chronic  state  of  ill  health  which  can  only  be 
described  under  this  heading.  Physical  fitness  is  obviously 
well  looked  after;  but  the  psychological  fitness  of  the 
individual  is  still  left  to  receive  the  buffets  of  fortuitous 
circumstances  which  are  difficult  to  treat.  The  standard 
of  living  in  Scotland  is  generally  recognised  to  be  much 
below  that  of  England;  even  in  pharmacy,  employees 
command  a  lower  scale  of  wages  or  salary  than  their  English 


confreres  expect  to  receive.  The  migration  from  Scotland 
is  a  perennial  subject  of  amusement  for  the  Southerner, 
yet  the  many  Scottish  pharmacists  who  have  stabilised 
themselves  across  the  border  have  done  so  not  because 
migration  is  any  more  satisfactory  to  them  than  to  other 
nations.  The  sole  reason  for  migration  is  said  to  be  found 
in  the  fact  that  conditions  in  Scotland  are  such  that  the 
Scot,  whether  a  pharmacist  or  not,  must  either  migrate  or 
perish.  A  careful  examination  of  this  report  may  confirm 
this  view.  In  the  table  of  causes  showing  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  cases  from  1934  to  1935,  the  percentage 
increase  in  regard  to  the  number  of  patients  suffering  from 
influenza  is  no  less  than  158-6  in  1935  over  1934.  The 
menace  of  influenza  should  obviously  be  seriously  taken 
into  consideration,  not  only  in  Scotland  but  in  England ; 
and  it  may  well  be  that  the  influenza  virus  (if  it  is  a  virus) 
may  change  its  form  at  varying  periods  and  assume  a 
virulent  type  which  is  extremely  dangerous  and  often  fatal, 
not  perhaps  in  regard  to  the  actual  influenza  attack,  but 
because  of  the  secondary  infections  which  are  almost  bound 
to  follow.  Whatever  views  may  have  been  held  in  regard 
to  the  wealth  of  nations  in  a  bygone  age,  it  is  obvious  that 
to-day  the  wealth  of  a  nation  lies  in  the  health,  not  only 
physical  but  also  mental,  of  the  inhabitants.  While  the 
theory  of  national  health  insurance  should  be  regarded  as 
a  most  excellent  one,  nevertheless  in  practice  it  is  found 
that  patients  may  rely  too  much  upon  the  value  of  medicine 
to  relieve  their  ailments,  and  ignore  the  psychological 
aspect  which  formerly  was  inherent  and  still  is  when  disease 
is  a  serious  matter.  Although  National  Health  Insurance 
has  been  an  official  concern  for  nearly  twenty-five  years, 
its  ultimate  success  is  still  a  problematical  matter.  One 
point,  however,  definitely  stands  out,  and  it  is  this  :  that 
whether  or  not  housing  conditions,  food  supplies  and  all 
the  amenities  of  modern  civilisation  are  made  available 
to  the  public  as  a  whole,  there  is  still  much  work  to  be  done 
in  regard  to  the  mental  education  of  the  population.  Utopia 
is  unfortunately  some  distance  ahead ;  and  until  the 
promised  land  is  reached,  it  is  obvious  that  the  pharmacist 
and  his  medicines  are  bound  to  have  no  mean  position  in 
regard  to  the  welfare  of  the  people,  not  alone  in  Scotland, 
but  throughout  the  entire  country. 

Italian  and  Spanish  Produce 

In  our  issue  of  last  week  (p.  250)  we  gave  a  detailed  account 
of  the  latest  position  as  regards  the  stoppage  of  trade  in 
shipments  of  Sicilian  essential  oils  to  this  country.  We 
have  since  received  confirmation  of  the  accuracy  of  this 
statement.  A  further  report  has  come  to  hand  which 
indicates  that,  while  there  has  been  little  or  no  development 
by  way  of  official  decrees  in  Italy,  it  seems  that  the  refusal 
to  issue  export  permits  is  not  now  so  stringently  applied 
as  was  the  case  at  the  time  sanctions  were  withdrawn, 
when  nothing  was  allowed  to  be  shipped  from  Italy  to  this 
country.  Since  then,  as  previously  recorded,  a  "  privileged 
list  "  of  commodities  has  been  issued  and  further  items 
have,  we  are  advised,  been  added  to  it,  but  nothing  of 
interest  to  this  trade.  Nevertheless,  isolated  shipments  of 
crude  drugs  have  been  shipped  from  Italy  direct  to  this 
country,  apparently  authorised  by  the  Italian  authorities, 
although  payment  for  the  goods  was  stipulated  to  be  made 
to  the  Bank  of  England.  While  no  authoritative  statement 
is  available  on  the  point,  there  is  reason  to  think  that 
Italian   shippers,  if  they  are  willing  to  accept  delayed 
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payment  for  their  goods,  made  through  the  Bank  of  England 
"pool,"  they  may  succeed  in  securing  an  occasional  shipping 
permit  from  their  authorities.  While  it  is  certainly  not 
suggested  that  the  Italian  ban  on  exports  to  this  country, 
unless  payment  is  made  direct,  has  been  shelved,  our 
information  indicates  that  importers  may  now  find  it  of 
interest  if  they  inquire  from  their  shippers  whether  they 
are  now  ready  to  accept  export  orders  and  are  in  a  position 
to  ship  the  goods  to  this  country,  payment  for  same  to  be 
made  through  the  Bank  of  England. 

As  to  the  Spanish  produce,  both  drugs  and  oils,  the 
outlook  can  only  be  described  as  dismal  as  regards  future 
shipments.  Everyone  will  deplore  the  great  national 
tragedy  that  is  taking  place  in  a  country  with  which  the 
trade  has  had  many  years  of  the  closest  and  friendliest 
commercial  relations.  On  all  sides  the  hope  is  expressed 
that  wiser  council  will  soon  prevail,  although  it  is  realised 
it  will  be  many  months  before  trading  conditions  will  again 
return  to  normal.  The  news  from  the  sources  of  supply 
has  been  in  the  form  of  a  few  letters,  most  of  which  appear 
to  have  come  via  Gibraltar.  From  these  it  is  all  too  evident 
that  the  breakdown  is  complete  and  general  and,  it  seems, 
no  attention  has  been  given  to  the  gathering  of  crops  of 
any  description.  Naturally,  spot  values  of  such  oils,  as 
rosemary  and  spike  have  advanced  sharply  and  while,  as 
already  stated,  the  question  of  when  further  supplies  may 
be  offered  and  shipped  from  the  source  is  quite  indefinite, 
it  is  very  probable  that  with  little  or  no  production  taking 
place  this  season,  prices  will  be  on  a  higher  level  when 
forward  offers  do  eventually  come  to  hand.  We  record 
this  week  the  shipment  of  a  good  consignment  of  mercury 
from  Spain  (all  booked  against  contracts),  but  there 
is  no  certainty  of  further  shipments  being  made 
yet  awhile.  The  stoppage  of  supplies  from  Spain  has 
already  had  the  effect  of  hardening  prices  of  similar  pro- 
ducts from  other  sources,  as,  for  instance,  in  the  cases  of 
olive  oil  and  ergot,  the  quotations  for  which  from  France 
and  Portugal,  respectively,  are  much  higher  than  they 
would  have  been  under  normal  conditions. 

The  Council  Vacancy 

The  death  of  Mr.  Dick  reported  in  the  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
August  29,  p.  247,  removes  from  the  Council  one  who  it  was 
hoped  would  bring  his  ripe  experience  of  official  matters  to 
the  advantage  of  pharmacy.  It  is  common  knowledge  that 
Mr.  Dick  had  many  interests  outside  pharmacy,  yet  it  was 
obvious  that  he  had  very  strong  views  in  regard  to  the  im- 
portance of  pharmacy  as  a  business.  It  was  not  to  be,  how- 
ever, and  we  have  to  deplore  the  passing  of  a  member  of  the 
Council  who  would  probably  have  made  his  presence  felt.  If 
it  is  necessary  to  co-opt  a  member  of  the  Society  to  the 
Council,  the  candidate  proxime  accessit  at  the  last  election 
was  Mr.  Noble.  We  feel  sure,  however,  that  Mr.  Noble,  whose 
appointment  to  the  Council  was  by  co-option  on  more  than 
one  occasion,  will  hesitate  to  accept  the  invitation  another 
time.  Women  pharmacists  have  no  appointed  representative 
at  the  present  time,  yet  we  should  hardly  imagine  that  Mrs. 
Freke  would  again  be  invited  to  fill  the  vacancy  by  co-option. 
Chemists  will  no  doubt  await  with  interest  the  result  of  the 
Council's  views  as  to  whom  they  should  appoint. 


Super-dangerous  drugs. — "At  yesterday's  meeting  at 
Plymouth  of  the  Tamar  and  Plym  Fishery  Board,  it  was  stated 
that  three  miles  of  fishing  in  the  river  had  been  ruined.  The 
only  cause  which  could  be  suggested  was  that  unwanted  cough 
mixture  ingredients  had  found  their  way  from  chemists'  shops 
through  the  drains  to  the  river."  (This  news  paragraph  is 
taken  from  ' '  The  Morning  Post ' '  of  September  1 .  It  is  not 
stated  how  many  chemists'  shops  there  are  in  the  area  referred 
to,  nor  why  cough  mixture  ingredients  should  be  singled  out.)

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Landlord  and  Tenant  Act  Problems 

By  a  Barrister 


a  TTENTION  may  with  advantage  be  drawn  to  a  matter 
/y  of  considerable  importance  to  tenants  of  premises  used 
/""^  for  the  purpose  of  a  trade  or  business,  such  as  a 
chemist's  shop,  for  example.  This  matter  is  one  arising  out 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Landlord  and  Tenant  Act,  1927,  and  is 
one  which  has  only  recently  come  to  light  as  the  result  of 
certain  proceedings  in  the  courts.  Unfortunately,  no  decision 
has  yet  been  given,  since  so  far,  in  every  case,  the  dispute  has 
been  settled  by  the  parties  out  of  court,  and  has  been  settled 
on  what  may  be  considered  as  very  advantageous  terms  to 
the  tenant. 

Under  the  Landlord  and  Tenant  Act,  1927,  a  tenant  of 
any  trade  or  business  premises  is  entitled  to  compensation  for 
goodwill  upon  the  determination  of  his  tenancy.  The  com- 
pensation to  which  he  may  be  thus  entitled,  however,  will  not 
necessarily  represent  the  whole  value  of  his  goodwill.  It  will 
be  limited  to  that  part  of  his  goodwill  which  will  remain 
behind,  attached  to  the  premises,  for  his  ex-landlord  to  enjoj . 
Such  goodwill  is  usually  described  as  adherent  goodwill.  The 
tenant  may,  of  course,  take  away  with  him  to  his  new  premises 
his  own  personal  goodwill,  and  so  far  he  will  suffer  no  loss,  for 
he  will,  as  already  indicated,  be  entitled  to  compensation  for 
the  adherent  goodwill. 

But  in  addition  to  adherent  goodwill  and  personal  goodwill, 
there  may  be  another  element  enjoyed  by  the  tenant  at  his 
old  premises,  which  he  may  entirely  lose,  because  on  his  re- 
moval it  will  either  be  dispersed  among  rival  traders  in  the 
district  or  entirely  disappear.  This  goodwill  is  known 
as  fugitive  goodwill,  but  it  is  not  a  matter  for  compensation 
under  the  Act  except  in  the  circumstances  to  be  presently 
stated.  Where  there  will  be  an  appreciable  amount  of  such 
fugitive  goodwill,  the  tenant  is  provided  with  an  alternative 
remedy  under  Section  5  of  the  Act.  He  may  claim  a  new 
lease  in  lieu  of  compensation. 

But  the  landlord  may  defeat  the  tenant's  right  to  a  new 
lease,  and  compel  him  to  fall  back  on  his  right  to  compensation 
for  the  adherent  goodwill,  in  the  following  circumstances :  — 

(1)  Where  the  premises  are  required  by  the  landlord  for 
occupation  by  himself  or  by  a  son  or  daughter  of  his  over 
eighteen  years  of  age. 

(2)  Where  the  landlord  intends  to  demolish  or  remodel 
the  premises. 

(3)  Where  vacant  possession  is  required  in  order  to  carry 
out  a  scheme  of  redevelopment. 

(4)  Where  for  any  other  reason  the  grant  of  a  new  lease 
would  be  inconsistent  with  good  estate  management. 
Where  the  Court  decides  to  refuse  a  new  lease  on  any  such 

ground,  the  tenant  should  always  ask  the  Court  to  make  an 
order  in  the  terms  of  the  proviso  to  Section  5  (3),  viz.,  to  the 
effect  that  if  the  landlord  fails  to  carry  out  his  intention  within 
a  stated  period,  he  should  pay  the  tenant  compensation  repre- 
senting the  loss  the  tenant  has  suffered  by  reason  of  having 
been  deprived  of  his  new  lease.  It  is  this  particular  proviso 
which  raises  a  number  of  important  questions. 

Basis  of  Additional  Compensation 

Assuming  that  the  landlord  has  made  default  in  carrying  out 
his  intention,  what  is  the  basis  cf  the  additional  compensation 
to  which  the  tenant  is  to  be  entitled?  The  object  of  the 
proviso  is  to  place  the  tenant,  as  far  as  money  can  do  it,  in 
exactly  the  same  position  as  that  in  which  he  would  have  been 
had  he  been  granted  a  new  lease.  In  addition  therefore  to 
any  compensation  for  the  adherent  goodwill,  already  awarded, 
the  tenant  will  be  entitled  to  the  cash  value  of  his  fugitive 
goodwill.  He  will  also  be  entitled  to  recover  any  consequential 
loss,  such  as  his  removal  expenses,  loss  of  rents  from  sub- 
tenants and  the  like. 

But  the  point  arises  as  to  the  proper  time  when  the  assess- 
ment of  this  additional  compensation  should  take  place.  It 
would  seem  far  better  that  the  assessment  should  be  made  by 
the  Court  after  the  landlord  has  made  default  in  carrying  out 
his  intention,  because  both  the  Court  and  the  tenant  will 
then  be  in  a  far  better  position  to  estimate  the  loss.  There 
have  been  a  number  of  cases,  however,  in  the  writer's  know- 
ledge, in  which  the  Court  has  in  fact  made  a  pre-estimate  of 


such  compensation  at  the  time  of  the  conclusion  of  the  pro- 
ceedings brought  by  the  tenant  for  a  new  lease. 

These,  however,  are  but  minor  points  when  compared  with 
the  major  problems  presented  by  the  proviso.  It  is  only  upon 
the  landlord's  failure  to  carry  out  his  intention,  e.g.,  to  re- 
model, demolish,  redevelop,  etc.,  that  the  additional  compensa- 
tion is  payable.  What,  we  may  inquire,  will  constitute  such 
a  failure?  The  Court  will,  of  course,  have  fixed  a  time  limit, 
say,  twelve  months,  within  which  the  landlord  is  to  carry  out 
his  intention,  e.g.,  to  demolish.  But  does  this  mean  that  the 
actual  work  of  demolition  must  have  been  completed  by  the 
end  of  the  twelve  months,  or  will  it  suffice  if  the  landlord 
has  taken  sufficient  steps  towards  the  demolition  within  that 
time,  e.g.,  by  puliing  down  a  part  of  the  building,  which  is 
then  left  derelict,  but  not  completely  demolished?  This  is, 
indeed,  a  difficult  point,  but  it  is  certainly  arguable  that  the 
landlord  ,  is  in  default,  and  that  the  tenant  is  entitled  to  his 
additional  compensation,  if  the  landlord  has  not  completed 
the  act  intended  within  the  time  limited  by  the  Court  for  the 
carrying  out  of  his  intention. 

Landlord's  Plans 

To  one  other  point  attention  might  be  drawn  in  this 
connexion.  Where,  for  example,  the  landlord  has  in  the  new 
lease  proceedings  raised  the  defence  that  it  is  his  intention  to 
redevelop,  he  will  have  to  produce  to  the  Court  plans  indicat- 
ing the  nature  of  the  proposed  redevelopment.  The  Court,  in 
arriving  at  its  decision  and  in  making  its  order,  will  be  guided 
by  the  plans  before  it.  Now  it  may  well  be  that  when  the 
landlord  comes  to  put  these  plans  into  operation,  he  may  be 
met  by  objections  from  the  local  authorities  whose  approval 
of  the  plans  will  be  necessary.  The  position  then  may  be 
that  if  the  redevelopment  is  to  take  place  at  all,  it  must  be  in 
accordance  with  different  plans.  Here,  again,  it  may  be  pos- 
sible for  the  tenant  to  argue  that  the  landlord  is  in  default 
and  that  the  additional  compensation  is  payable  by  him,  be- 
cause, although  he  may  have  redeveloped,  he  has  not 
redeveloped  in  accordance  with  the  plans  before  the  Court. 
And  if  there  is  any  substantial  divergence  between  the  plans, 
there  may  be  some  substance  in  the  argument  of  the  tenant. 

One  last  matter  in  conclusion.  What,  we  may  inquire,  is 
the  effect  of  an  order  in  the  terms  of  the  above  proviso,  made 
against  the  landlord,  who  is  the  defendant  to  the  new  lease 
proceedings?  There  may  perhaps  be  support  for  the  view  that 
the  order  is  a  personal  order,  i.e.,  made  against  him  personally. 
If  this  be  so,  then  the  landlord,  in  order  to  avoid  the  payment 
of  the  additional  compensation,  would  be  bound  personally  to 
carry  out  the  act  he  has  stated  to  the  Court  that  he  intends 
to  do,  e.g.,  the  demolition,  redevelopment,  etc.  If  therefore 
the  landlord,  in  the  interval,  were  to  sell  the  property  to  a 
third  person,  without  having  personally  carried  out  his  inten- 
tion to  demolish,  redevelop,  etc.,  then,  even  though  such  third 
person  might  himself  effect  the  demolition,  redevelopment,  etc., 
within  the  time  limited  by  the  Court,  the  original  landlord,  i.e., 
the  defendant  to  the  new  lease  proceedings,  would  notwith- 
standing be  in  default  and  would  accordingly  be  liable  for  the 
additional  compensation  to  the  tenant. 

Tenants  of  business  premises  who  are  deprived  of  a  new  lease 
by  their  landlords,  for  any  of  the  reasons  above  mentioned, 
would  accordingly  do  well  to  bear  these  points  carefully  in 
mind. 


Import  Duties  Act. — In  the  House  of  Commons,  recently, 
Mr.  White  asked  the  Financial  Secretary  to  the  Treasury  how 
many  recommendations  have  been  made  by  the  Import  Duties 
Advisory  Committee  since  the  Import  Duties  Act  came  into 
force  ;  and  how  many  of  them  have  recommended  increases 
and  how  many  decreases.  Mr.  W.  S.  Morrison  replied  that  297 
recommendations  have  been  made  by  the  Import  Duties 
Advisory  Committee  (excluding  recommendations  relating  to 
the  licensing  of  individual  consignments  of  goods)  ;  134  of 
them  related  to  the  increase  of  duties  and  ninety-seven  to  the 
reduction  of  duties.  Others,  mainly  concerning  drawback, 
involved  neither  increase  nor  decrease  of  duties. 
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Inorganic  Chemical  Nomenclature 


IN  a  lecture  on  "  Modern  Chemical  Nomenclature  "  before 
the  Chemical  Society  recently,  Mr.  Clarence  Smith,  D.Sc. 
(editor  of  the  Chemical  Society's  Journal)  gave  an 
account  of  the  degree  of  international  agreement  reached  in 
devising  a  standard  system  of  chemical  nomenclature.  Some 
of  the  main  agreements  upon  and  suggestions  for  the  names 
of  inorganical  chemical  substances  are  given  here.  In  1892 
a  conference  of  thirty-four  chemists  representing  nine  European 
countries  met  at  Geneva  and  produced  what  is  known  as  the 
Geneva  nomenclature.  To-day  the  problem  is  vastly  more 
complicated,  not  only  in  organic  but  also  in  inorganic 
chemistry,  and  to  deal  with  it  there  is  the  International  Union 
of  Chemistry,  representing  twenty-seven  countries.  The 
reports  of  the  committee  for  the  reform  of  inorganic  nomen- 
clature were  published  in  1928  and  1929.  Germany,  which 
entered  the  Union  in  1930,  had  been  working  independently 
on  the  same  problems.  A  committee  appointed  by  the  German 
Chemical  Society  in  1924  published  reports  in  1925  and  1926. 
There  are,  therefore,  two  reports — the  German  report  and  that 
of  the  International  Union.    They  agree  on  many  points. 

Salts;  Compounds  of  Non-metallic  Elements 

Simple  salts  are  named  as  salts  of  metals,  not  as  of  bases. 
The  use  of  names  such  as  bicarbonate  of  soda  and  sulphate  of 
potash  as  scientific  names  is  abolished.  In  future  the  pattern 
will  be  sodium  chloride,  potassium  sulphate.  In  the  Teutonic 
and  the  Anglo-Saxon  languages  the  parts  of  the  name  are 
given  in  this  order,  the  positive  component  before  the  negative, 
and  the  formula  is  written  correspondingly,  NaCl.  The  name 
of  the  anion  ends,  as  is  usual,  in  ate,  ite,  ide,  etc. 

Compounds  of  non-metallic  elements  have  the  elements 
named  in  order  of  decreasing  positive  character.  This 
method  gives  the  names  boron  silicide,  not  silicon  boride  ; 
selenium  sulphide  ;  iodine  chloride  ;  etc.  There  are  two  ways 
of  denoting  the  quantitative  relations  of  the  components  of  a 
molecule:  (1)  by  the  valency  of  one  element:  ferrous  chloride, 
ferric  chloride  ;  (2)  by  the  stoichiometric  proportion  of  the 
elements:  manganese  dioxide.  The  first  method  fails  where 
an  element  occurs  in  more  than  two  states  of  valency.  A. 
Werner  proposed  to  denote  the  valencies  from  1  to  8  by  the 
letters  a,  o,  i,  e,  an,  on,  in,  en,  intercalated  between  the 
names  of  the  metal  and  the  acid  component :  cuprous  chloride, 
cupra  chloride  ;  cupric  chloride,  cupro  chloride.  The  proposal 
fails  owing  to  language  difficulties.  It  is  proposed,  therefore, 
to  denote  the  valency  of  a  metal  by  a  Roman  numeral  written 
or  spoken  after  the  name  of  the  metal :  ferrous  chloride,  iron 
II  chloride  ;  ferric  chloride,  iron  III  chloride  ;  magnetite 
Fe304,  iron  II, III  oxide.  The  proposal  would  be  useful  in 
indexing  and  in  discourses.  All  compounds  of  ferrous  iron 
would  be  indexed  under  iron  II,  those  of  ferric  iron  under 
iron  III.  In  discourses,  if  one  were  comparing  a  number  of 
tervalent  metals,  instead  of  saying,  as  at  present,  aluminium, 
ferric  iron,  tervalent  manganese,  cerous  cerium,  one  would 
say  aluminium,  iron  III,  manganese  III,  cerium  III.  The 
valency  of  a  metal  in  a  formula  is  denoted,  as  usual,  by  a 
small  Roman  numeral  written  above  the  line.  The  method  of 
denoting  the  stoichiometric  proportion  of  the  elements  in  a 
compound  by  means  of  Greek  prefixes  is  retained,  but  it  has 
been  systematised  and  enlarged.  The  name  manganese  dioxide 
correctly  designates  the  proportion  of  the  elements,  one  atom  of 
manganese  and  two  atoms  of  oxygen,  but  manganese  hept- 
oxide  does  not  indicate  two  atoms  of  manganese  and  seven 
atoms  of  oxygen :  the  correct  name  is  dimanganese  heptoxide. 
With  the  discovery  of  the  oxide  N03  last  year  revision  of  the 
names  of  the  oxides  of  nitrogen  became  necessary.  The  new 
oxide  could  not  be  named  nitrogen  trioxide,  which  was  already 
used,  incorrectly,  to  denote  N203.  It  is  proposed  to  replace 
the  old  names  by  a  rational  nomenclature :  ■ —

For  numbers  exceeding  12,  Greek  prefixes  become  cumbrous 
and  are  replaced  by  Arabic  numerals  ;  for  example,  a  salt 
containing  I3H20  is  a  13-hydrate,  not  a  triscaidecahydrate. 

Acid  and  Basic  Salts 

The  German  report  proposes  to  designate  the  ionisable 
hydrogen  in  salts  by  the  term  "  hydro  "  :  KHSO„,  potassium 
hydrosulphate  ;  Na2HP04,  sodium  hydrophosphate  ;  NaH2P04, 
sodium  dihydrophosphate.  The  French  propose  the  term 
acid :  KHS04,  potassium  acid  sulphate.  If  hydroxyl  is  cer- 
tainly present  in  compounds,  it  is  named  hydroxo  as  it  is 
in  Werner's  notation  for  the  co-ordination  compounds  ofi 
metals.  There  is  no  detectable  difference  in  constitution  be- 
tween "  basic  "  complex  compounds  and  simple  basic  salts 
containing  hydroxyl.  It  is  illogical  to  name  the  radical  OH 
hydroxo  in  the  former  compounds  and  hydroxy  in  the  latter. 
Cr(OH)S04,  therefore,  is  chromium  hydroxosulphate.  The 
usual  name  oxy-salts  is  retained  for  basic  salts  not  containing 
hydroxyl:  bismuth  oxychloride.  In  many  cases  basic  salts 
can  only  be  indicated  by  their  formulae.  The  names  of  all  the 
important  simple  acids  are  retained.  Some  difficulties  have 
arisen  in  connection  with  the  prefixes  ortho,  pyro,  and  meta. 
The  term  "  pyro  "  is  confusing.  A  pyro-acid  is  pro- 
duced from  two  molecules  of  the  ortho-acid  by  loss  of  one 
molecule  of  water  ;  H4B2Os  is  therefore  pyroboric  acid.  Yet 
the  polyboric  acid  H,B407,  of  which  borax  is  the  sodium  salt, 
is  often  called  pyroboric  acid.  We  name  it  diboric  acid,  and 
the  German  report  proposes  to  do  the  same.  Of  the  oxy-acids 
of  sulphur,  the  acid  H2S203,  formerly  hyposulphurous  acid,  is 
now  almost  universally  named  thiosulphuric  acid  and  its  salts 
are  the  thiosulphates.  "Photographers,  please  note  that 
hyposulphite  of  soda  is  now  wrong  in  both  parts  of  the  name."  1 
The  acid  H2S204  was  originally  named  hydrosulphurous  acid  by  1 
Schiitzenberger  under  the  erroneous  assumption  that  its  salts 
had  the  formula  MHSO,.  Bernthsen  showed  that  the  salts  are 
M2S204  and  pointed  out  that  the  correct  name  for  the  acid  is 
hyposulphurous  acid.  The  common  reducing  agent  Na2S204  is 
therefore  sodium  hyposulphite,  not  sodium  hydrosulphite;  the 
latter  name,  on  the  German  proposals,  denotes  the  acid  salt 
NaHSOa. 

Complex  Compounds 

The  expression  isopolyacid  is  used  to  denote  the  union  that 
takes  place  between  several  molecules  of  one  acid  only  by 
elimination  of  water.  Heteropolyacids  are  similarly  derived 
from  several  molecules  of  two  acids.  As  the  constitutions  of 
the  salts  of  both  classes  of  acid  are  largely  unknown,  it  is 
impossible  to  devise  a  scientific  nomenclature.  The  salts  of 
isopolyacids  are  denoted  by  names  indicating  by  means  of 
arabic  numerals  the  molecular  proportion  of  acid  oxide  and 
basic  oxide,  thus :  —

The  name  to  be  given  to  NH,  co-ordinated  to  the  central 
atom  of  a  group  is  under  consideration.  At  present  it  is 
ammine  or  ammino,  and  is  thus,  when  spoken,  almost  in- 
distinguishable from  amine  or  amino,  NH2.  The  French 
report  recommends  the  name  ammonio  for  NH3;  the  German 
suggests  ammoniak  or  ammane,  analogous  to  methane,  borane 
and  silane.  The  German  report  proposes  that  the  components 
of  a  complex  salt  which  are  inside  the  co-ordination  sphere 
shall  be  named  in  a  definite  order:  first,  the  "valency" 
radicals  chloro  (CI),  cyano  (CN),  cyanato  (CNO),  thiocyanato 
(CNS),  sulphate  (SO.,),  nitro  (N02),  nitrito  (O.NO),  oxalato 
(C20,),  and  hydroxo  (HO);  then  the  "neutral"  radicals, 
aquo  (H20),  substituted  amines,  and  lastly  ammino  (NH3).  The 
French  scheme  names  the  radicals  in  order  of  increasing  weight. 
If  the  system  of  using  Roman  numerals  to  denote  valency 
be  adopted,  it  is  suggested  that  the  numeral  be  placed  after 
the  union  name:  potassium  hexacyanoferrate  II. 
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At  the  National  Display  Convention 


THE  National  Display  Association,  recently  reorganised, 
held  its  eleventh  Display  Convention  at  British 
Industries  House,  Oxford  Street,  London,  W.i,  on 
\ugust  31  and  September  1  and  2.  In  addition  to  lectures, 
lemonstrations  and  social  events,  an  Exhibition  was  organised, 
n  which  several  exhibitors  were  firms  well-known  in  the  drug 
:rade. 

New  Fabrics  from  Bandages 

One  of  the  most  important  stands  was  that  at  which  the 
Jnited  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  Nottingham  (Rexall  headquarters) 
were  demonstrating  an  entirely  new  range  of  fabrics  quite 
mlike  the  merchandise  with  which  their  name  is  usually 
issociated.  The  connexion  becomes  apparent  when  certain 
pecimens  are  held  up  to  the  light  ;  the  texture  of  open-woye 
)andages  in  the  fabric  giving  the  clue.    Using  bandage  fabric, 

latex  and  other 
materials,  the  man- 
ufacturers have 
produced  new  fab- 
rics resembling 
wallpaper,  cloth  or 
leather  according 
to  thickness,  dyes 
used,  patterns 
stamped  and  other 
factors.  Illustra- 
tions on  this  page 
demonstrate  the 
use  of  these  fabrics 
for  toilet  holdalls 
and  "  flap-jacks." 
Other  adaptations 
seen  at  the  stand 
were  for  lamp- 
shades, shoes  and 
cartons,  while 
nother  range  of  fabrics  prepared  from  cotton  wool  and  latex 
adapted  to  similar  purposes.  An  example,  a  prismatic  per- 
ime  box  in  which  the  material  provides  one  fluted  face,  is 
lcluded  among  our  illustrations.  One  of  the  chief  uses  is 
ndoubtedly  for  display  backgrounds,  and  the  large  and  varied 
inge  of  patterns  and  colours  makes  these  new  fabrics  compare 
ivourably  with  wallpapers  and  other  display  papers  in  both 
esign  and  price. 

Giant  Enlargements 

The  Autotype  Co.,  Ltd.,  59  New  Oxford  Street,  London, 
y.C.i,  was  another  exhibitor.  As  has  been  mentioned 
1  past  issues  of  the  C.  &■  D.  (even  as  recently  as  the  Annual 
pecial  Issue  of  this  year),  the  Autotype  Co.  grew  out  of 
n  invention  of  Sir  Joseph  Swan,  onetime  chemist  and  drug- 
ist,  and  is  thus  of  special  interest  to  pharmacists.  A 
gnificant  item  at  this  stand  was  a  large  sign  produced  in 
;veral  colours  by  the  Autotype  photo  stencil  process,  an 
daptation  of  the  carbon  process  (the  original  invention)  to 
tie  "  silk  screen  "  method  now  largely  used  in  sign  and  show- 
ard  making.  The  advantages  of  photographic  fidelity  to  the 
riginal,  perfection  of  small  detail,  speed  and,  for  suitable 
nbjects,  lower  cost,  are  claimed  to  make  this  process  superior 
3  all  others  having  the  same  objects.  The  design  is  produced 
hotographically  in  gelatine  (instead  of  being  cut  by  hand)  and 
ransf erred  to  the  silk  tissue  which  supports  it.  Giant  enlarge- 
lents,  which  complete  the  display  at  this  stand,  are  char- 
cterised  by  their  perfection  of  detail  and  high  "  finish." 

Over  a  display  of  reflector  lamps,  spotlights  and  floodlights 
ppeared  another  familiar  name :  Zeiss  Ikon,  Ltd. — not  how- 
ver  displaying  any  of  its  more  familiar  products. 

Perhaps  mention  may  permissibly  be  made  of  an  ingenious 
xhibit  by  the  Corpatact  Syndicate,  which  was  an  im- 
rovement  on  ray-operated  burglar  alarms  and  similar  devices, 
ts  superiority  lay  in  this,  that  it  created  a  "  field  "  which, 

hen  interrupted  by  the  approach  of  a  passer-by  operated  the 
larm  or,  as  here,  set  in  operation  the  lights  of  a  window 
isplay.  By  using  such  an  apparatus,  it  is  possible  to  attract 
he  attention  of  pedestrians  to  a  shop  window  after  dark 
without  burning  current  for  any  longer  than  necessary.  The 
eld  can  be  adjusted  to  a  few  inches  or  several  feet.

The  consuming  demand  for  a  wide  range  of  products  continues  on  a 
very  fair  scale,  and  the  general  level  of  prices  is  well  maintained, 
with  a  number  of  natural  commodities  firmer,  due  to  the  interruption 
in  shipments  from  the  sources  of  supply.  We  give  the  latest  news 
available  on  the  Italian  shipment  markets  and  review  the  position 
of  Spanish  produce  on  p.  273  of  this  issue.  In  the  Pharmaceutical 
Chemicals  markets  business  is  moving  on  about  normal  lines,  with 
no  further  changes  of  importance  in  values  to  record.  Mercurials 
are  firm,  and  a  further  advance  in  metal  prices  is  recorded,  with 
supplies  very  restricted. 

Crude  Drugs 

There  is  plenty  of  interest  in  many  of  these  markets,  and  the 
subject  of  forward  shipments  is  causing  difficulty.  Agar  is  dearer 
on  spot,  but  still  under  replacement  cost.  In  Aloes,  the  Cape  pro- 
duct is  nominal  and  not  available  ;  Curacao  has  sold  fairly  well  on 
spot,  and  shipment  is  steady  on  a  slightly  lower  basis.  A  few  bales 
of  Buchu  have  been  sold  on  spot  and  the  remaining  small  stocks  are 
firmly  held.  Chinese  Cantharides  are  dearer  for  shipment.  All  the 
Indian  bleached  Cardamoms  met  with  a  brisk  sale  at  this  week's 
auction.  Cascara  Sagrada  is  a  very  firm  market  ;  spot  stocks  are 
comparatively  negligible,  and  shipment  offers  are  dearer  and  the 
quantities  offered  are  limited.  We  give  a  full  review  of  the  position 
on  Ergot.  We  have  not  been  able  to  confirm  some  reports  that 
the  crop  of  Portuguese  is  short,  but  it  seems  extremely  doubtful  if 
there  will  be  any  Spanish  crop  this  year.  But  few  offers  of  Russian 
and  Polish  have  been  received,  and  the  figures  suggested  were  very 
high.  Gentian  is  dearer  on  spot  and  firmer  forward.  Sudan 
Gum  Acacia  remains  quiet.  Hydrastis  tends  dearer  for  ship- 
ment, due  to  low  stocks.  Japanese  Menthol  is  keeping  very  steady, 
and  fair  business  is  reported,  mostly  for  spot  goods.  A  good  con- 
signment of  Mercury  is  reported  afloat,  destined  for  London,  but  it 
is  all  required  to  meet  contracts.  Rhubarb  has  received  a  little 
more  attention  this  week.  Saffron  continues  very  short  and  firm 
on  spot.  Higher  limits  are  recorded  for  the  best  white  grades  of 
Tragacanth. 

Essential  Oils 

While  business  has  not  been  more  than  average,  a  number  of 
strong  markets  are  reported,  the  firm  tone  being  due  to  the  inter- 
ruption in  forward  supplies.  The  reports  from  the  source  indicate 
no  likelihood  of  shipments  of  Anise  (Star)  in  the  near  future  ;  spot 
stocks  are  very  small  and  firmly  held  at  the  advance.  More  doing  on 
spot  in  Bergamot  at  full  prices.  Ceylon  and  Java  Citronellas  show 
an  improvement,  particularly  the  former  for  shipment.  Australian 
Eucalyptus  is  very  firm.  Spot  stocks  of  Sicilian  hand-pressed 
Lemon  have  sold  in  moderate  quantity  ;  very  little  of  the  Californian 
cold-pressed  now  available.  Lemongrass  is  at  a  better  price  for 
shipment.  Rather  more  business  on  spot  in  French  Guinea  Orangf, 
and  prices  are  holding  up.  Singapore  Patchouli  is  firm  and  short. 
Japanese  Peppermint  has  sold  very  well  on  spot  and  is  again  dearer. 
Spot  stocks  are  at  a  low  level  and  very  little  is  expected  here  for 
the  next  two  months.  The  Chinese  oil  has  also  been  receiving  more 
attention.  The  Spanish  oils,  Rosemary,  Spike  arid  Thyme  are  all 
firm  at  the  recent  advances  on  spot.

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Commercial  Notes 

Czechoslovakia  chemical  trade. — Shipments  of  chemicals  and 
allied  products  for  the  first  six  months  of  1936  to  the  United  Kingdom 
were  valued  at  9.9  million  crowns,  compared  with  5.3  million  crowns 
for  the  corresponding  period  of  1935. 

Czechoslovakia  permanganate  of  potash. — Exports  rose  from  866 
metric  tons  in  1934  to  904  tons  in  1935.  While  distribution  is  world- 
wide, approximately  one-half  of  the  shipments  for  the  two  years 
stated  were  destined  to  Great  Britain  and  Switzerland. 

French  psyllium  seed  crops. — The  crop  in  1935  totalled  about 
100  metric  tons.  The  crop  for  this  year  is  expected  to  show  a  further 
substantial  decline,  which  has  been  progressive  since  1932  when  the 
crop  amounted  to  2,500  metric  tons.  Estimates  put  the  1936  crop  at 
not  more  than  50  metric  tons.  Stocks  on  hand  are  estimated  at  about 
300  metric  tons. 

Japanese  tartaric  acid. — Domestic  production  of  tartaric  acid  is 
now  about  50  per  cent,  of  the  total  consumption.  Imports  during 
the  years  1933-35  inclusive  reveal  a  steady  decline,  the  1935  imports 
amounting  to  284,753  kin,  valued  at  247,409  yen,  compared  with 
1934  imports  of  332,293  kin  at  305,002  yen  and  1933  imports  of 
405,423  kin  at  309,358  yen. 

Cyprus  crude  drugs. — The  Government  Analyst,  in  his  report  for 
T935>  states :  — Cyprus  is  rich  in  medicinal  plants,  such  as  squill, 
aloe,  colocynth,  colchicum,  pyrethrum,  chamomile,  opium  poppy, 
henbane,  datura,  savin,  dill,  rue,  liquorice,  etc.  In  favourable 
economic  circumstances  the  cultivation  of  some  of  these  might  be 
well  worth  while.  It  has  been  proposed  that  the  cultural  possi- 
bilities of  these  medicinal  plants  might  be  investigated  in  the  near 
future. 

Hungarian  crude  drugs,  1035. — Production  of  all  kinds  of  medi- 
cinal herbs,  roots  and  flowers  during  1935  was  estimated  at  17,600 
quintals,  of  which  about  95  per  cent,  were  exported  and  the  rest 
consumed  domestically.  Chamomiles  amounted  to  about  one-third 
in  quantity  and  about  one-half  in  value  of  total  production.  Exports 
of  all  botanical  drugs  for  1935  amounted  to  16,849  quintals,  valued 
at  2,490,660  pengo.  Germany  took  over  50  per  cent.,  Italy  15  per 
cent.,  the  United  States  about  8  per  cent.,  Austria  and  Switzerland 
about  5  per  cent.  each. 

Curacao  aloes  crop. — Cutting  of  the  1936  aloe  crop  in  Aruba  has 
proceeded  slowly  on  account  of  drought  conditions.  Until  the 
middle  of  June  about  2,500  cases  of  125  lb.  each  had  been  harvested. 
The  total  harvest  should  be  in  the  neighbourhood  of  4,500  cases, 
but  as  conditions  indicate  a  continuation  of  dry  weather  estimates 
are  for  about  3,800  cases,  a  decrease  from  the  estimate  of  March  31, 
1936,  of  5,500  cases.  Little  is  known  of  the  situation  in  Bonaire, 
but  it  is  to  be  expected  that  the  estimated  1,200  cases  will  be 
reduced  for  the  same  reason. 

Java  citronella  oil  exports. — Shipments  in  June  1936  were  81,503 
kilos,  compared  with  135,892  kilos  in  June  1935  and  114,850  kilos 
in  June  1934.  Shipments  for  January-June  1936  totalled  884,050 
kilos,  compared  with  852,712  kilos  in  June  1935  and  826,019  kilos 
in  June  1934.  The  chief  destinations  of  the  June  1936  shipments 
were: — Holland,  2,286  kilos  ;  Holland,  for  order,  2,516  kilos  ;  United 
Kingdom,  10,620  kilos  ;  Germany,  4,141  kilos  ;  France,  19,418  kilos  ; 
France  for  order,  11,446  kilos  ;  Belgium,  1,528  kilos  ;  U.S.A.,  Atlantic 
Coast,  9,850  kilos  ;  South  America,  2,048  kilos  ;  China,  11,120  kilos.

small  remaining)  stocks  are  being  held  for  higher  prices,  the  increase 
being  fully  20  per  cent.  Crops  of  Persian  and  Syrian  gum  were  about 
20  per  cent,  under  average,  and  practically  the  whole  of  the  crops 
have  been  sold  at  the  source.  Recently,  Syrian  exporters,  so  it  is 
reported  from  Istanbul,  were  inquiring  for  supplies  of  Turkish  gum. 
The  chief  buyers  of  Turkish  gum  are  Germany,  who  take  about  60  to 
65  per  cent,  of  the  shipments,  France,  with  25  per  cent.,  the  balance 
going  to  Italy,  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  United  States  of 
America. 

Sicilian  essential  oils. — The  production  of  lemon  oil,  machine 
and  hand-pressed,  is  estimated  at  little  short  of  the  original  forecast 
of  2,000,000  Sicilian  pounds  (one  Sicilian  pound  equals  317.6  grams). 
The  output  up  to  the  middle  of  May  was  estimated  at  1,700,000  lb. 
Exports  of  lemon  oil  from  December  up  to  the  end  of  April  were 
estimated  at  350,000  lb.,  and  available  supplies  of  the  oil  at  present 
at  1,300,000  lb.  About  one-third  of  this  amount  is  held  by  specu- 
lators. Production  of  bergamot  oil  was  about  450,000  Sicilian  lb. 
Available  supplies,  including  the  carry-over  from  last  season,  are 
estimated  at  350,000  lb.  Sweet  orange  oil  production  is  estimated  at 
from  35,000  to  40,000  lb.,  with  a  present  availability  of  about 
20,000  lb.,  mostly  in  the  hands  of  exporters,  while  production  of 
bitter  orange  oil  is  put  at  10,000  lb.,  3,500  lb.  of  which  have  been 
exported.  Stocks  of  mandarin  oil  are  estimated  at  from  3,000  to 
4,000  lb.,  held  chiefly  by  exporters. 


Sicilian  liquorice  trade. — The  Italian  liquorice  industry,  which 
usually  provides  about  five  per  cent,  of  the  world's  requirements, 
this  season  appears  to  be  exporting  only  about  2  per  cent.  About 
35  per  cent,  of  Italian  prepared  liquorice  is  absorbed  by  the  German 
market.  It  appears  that  recently  there  has  been  on  the  part  of 
Germany,  where  this  large  proportion  of  the  Sicilian  production 
was  re-manufactured,  a  marked  divergence  towards  raw  material 
furnished  by  Russia,  which  is  processed  and  manufactured  directly 
according  to  the  needs  of  the  German  market.  Russian  liquorice 
root  is  offered  dried,  peeled,  and  sliced  in  thin  discs.  The  charac- 
teristically more  bitter  flavour  of  the  Russian  root,  which  necessi- 
tates the  addition  of  sugar,  is  said  to  cause  it  likewise  now  to  be 
preferred  by  the  Belgian  market,  which  ordinarily  took  18-20  per 
cent,  of  Sicilian  exports. 

Turkish  tragacanth.— The  1935  crop  of  gum  amounted  to  about 
3,000  bags,  the  bulk  of  which  has  been  sold.  Values  have  advanced, 
and  this  movement  to  better  prices  has  brought  on  the  market  old 
stocks  amounting  to  about  1,500  bags.  A  report  from  Istanbul  states 
that  about  95  per  cent,  of  the  4,500  bags  have  been  disposed  of.  The 


Italian  Basil  Oil 

In  the  "  Revista  Italiana  delle  Essenze  e  Profumi  "  (1936,  8, 
21),  Bonaccorsi  has  published  the  analyses  of  a  large  number 
of  samples  of  the  essential  oil  distilled  from  Ocimum  basilicum 
grown  at  the  experimental  station  at  Reggio.  Both  the  small- 
leaved  and  the  large-leaved  varieties  were  distilled,  and  both 
plants  were  cultivated  in  ordinary  and  in  specially  manured 
ground.  The  results  obtained  from  the  samples  of  the  small- 
leaved  variety  were  as  follows  :  —

Apothecaries'  Assistants 

Sir, — Since  there  appears  to  be  some  misapprehension  re- 
garding the  grievances  of  the  dispensers  of  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries,  may  I  again  trespass  on  your  space  .  .  .  ?  Our 
grievances  have  really  nothing  to  do  with  the  opening  up  of  a 
chemist's  shop  or  the  desire  to  go  through  the  back  door  to  a 
pharmaceutical  career,  but  are  connected  with  the  great  in- 
justices which  we  have  suffered  repeatedly  under  the  various 
Acts,  coupled  with  the  desire  to  hold  salaried  appointments  in 
institutions  and  hospitals  under  precisely  the  same  conditions 
as  pharmacists,  many  of  whom  have  had  less  experience  than 
the  Society's  dispensers.  We  demand  the  restoration  of  our 
rights  which  we  enjoyed  before  the  passing  of  the  Act  of  191 1 
and  the  recognition  to  rank  as  the  equal  of  the  pharmacist  in 
the  dispensing  of  medicines  without  any  supervision  whatevei. 
We  also  desire  to  be  recognised  as  qualified  to  dispense  and 
supply  medicines  to  insured  persons  under  the  Insurance  Acts. 
The  powers  conferred  on  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  by  subsection  (b)  of  Section  4  of  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  included  the  power  of  making  by-laws 
providing  for  the  registration  as  pharmaceutical  chemists  or 
chemists  and  druggists,  without  examination,  of  any  person 
holding  Colonial  diplomas,  or  qualified  military  dispensers  or 
certified  assistants  to  apothecaries.  But  the  by-law  passed  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  of  a  very  restricted  character, 
and  the  majority  of  certificated  dispensers  of  the  Society  were 
excluded  on  very  trivial  and  unjust  grounds.  Since  subsec- 
tion (b)  of  Section  4  has  not  been  repealed,  the  Society's  dis- 
pensers naturally  feel  that  they  are  entitled  to  take  advantage 
of  that  Section  of  the  Act  when  the  opportune  moment  arises. 
No  unqualified  person  should  be  allowed  to  dispense  medicines 
in  any  circumstances.  I  think  we  all  agree  upon  that,  but  as 
legally  qualified  dispensers  we  shall  continue  to  assert  our 
rights  and  demand  justice  and  the  restoration  of  our  former 
privileges.

Sir, — Permit  me  to  make  a  suggestion  for  the  solution  of 
this  controversy  which  should  be  acceptable  to  all,  and  retain 
"  dispensing  to  the  pharmacist."  Section  4  (6)  of  the  1908  Act 
gives  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  power  to  make  by-laws  for 
the  registration  of  apothecaries'  assistants  as  chemists  without 
further  examination.  Let  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  frame 
this  by-law,  admitting  to  the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Drug- 
gists all  apothecaries'  assistants  whose  names  are  on  the 
Register  of  Assistants  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  this 
by-law  (on  payment  of  the  fee  of  ^14  14s.),  after  which  date, 
the  Apothecaries'  Society  would  have  to  raise  the  standard  of 
the  assistants'  examination  to  that  of  the  chemist  and  drug- 
gist. Then  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would  easily  obtain

Pharmacists  in  the  Forces 

Sir, — One  cannot  help  feeling  that  the  present  time  is  one 
of  the  most  opportune  for  the  Council  to  get  War  Office 
recognition  for  the  pharmacist  as  a  professional  man,  his 
claims  to  commissions  in  the  services,  and  his  duties.  We 
read  m  the  papers  of  the  creation  of  new  defence  forces,  anti- 
gas  schools,  etc.,  but  are  the  interests  of  the  pharmacist  being 
looked  after  to-day  ?  Or  are  we  being  left  to  find  in  the  event 
of  another  ghastly  catastrophe  our  duties  performed  by  the 
dock  labourer,  butcher  or  motor  mechanic,  while  the  man

The  Manufacture  of  Synthetic  Vitamins 

Sir,— In  the  paragraph  concerning  a  "New  Chemical  Fac- 
tory "  on  p.  250  of  your  issue  of  August  29  it  is  asserted  that 
"  it  will  be  the  first  large-scale  manufacturing  plant  for 
synthetic  vitamins."  It  will  at  once  occur  to  C.  &>  D.  readers 
that  this  statement  stands  in  need  of  correction.  It  was  in 
February  1927  that  Rosenheim  and  Webster  published  their 
discovery  of  synthetic  vitamin  D.  Promptly  following  on  this 
the  B.D.H.  produced  synthetic  vitamin  D  on  the  commercial 
scale,  and  have  been  continuously  engaged  in  such  manufacture 
ever  since.  This  surely  was  the  first  large-scale  manufacturing 
plant  for  a  synthetic  vitamin.  In  commenting  on  this  achieve- 
ment, "  The  Times  "  of  March  15,  1929,  in  an  article  re- 
ferring^ B.D.H.  developments  in  the  fine  chemical  industry, 
said:  "  It  [B.D.H.]  has  done  pioneer  work  in  vitamins,  and 
was  the  first  firm,  not  only  in  this  country  but  in  the  world, 
to  produce  synthetic  vitamin  D  on  an  industrial  scale."

Individual  Pharmacy  and  Company  Pharmacy 

Sir, — Although  I  have  always  maintained  that  the  small 
proprietor-pharmacist  is  doomed  to  extinction,  and  that  before 
very  long  there  will  be  no  chemists  but  only  chemists' 
assistants,  I  see  no  need  for  deep  pessimism  over  the  formation 
of  new  chains  of  pharmacies.  There  are  good  reasons  for 
believing  that  competition  will  be  exercised,  in  the  main, 
between  the  old  chains  and  the  new,  rather  than  between  the 
surviving  retailers  and  the  new  combines.  Thus  it  may  well 
be  that  a  few  of  us  in  retail  practice  as  our  own  masters  may 
actually  benefit  from  the  new  conditions  in  thus  acquiring  a 
slightly  enhanced  scarcity-value.  Perhaps  the  shapers  of  one 
new  chain  have  this  in  mind  (I  quote  from  your  columns)  in 
deciding  that  "  our  shops  will  be  pharmacies,  not  general 
emporiums.  We  shall  dispose  of  any  stocks  of  bazaar-ware  we 
may  take  over  and  rigidly  restrict  our  trade  to  drugs,  medi- 
cines .  .  .  photographic  goods.  .  .  .  The  present  owners  will 
carry  on  for  a  period  as  managers.  .  .  .  The  introduction  of 
the  name  of  the  new  company  over  the  shops  will  be  gradual." 
The  intention,  it  seems,  is  to  make  the  best  of  both  worlds — ■ 
to  be  at  once  a  chain  store  and  not  a  chain  store.  But  the 
British  public  never  was  in  love  with  this  type  of  policy  ; 
and  those  customers  who  desire  the  small  retailer  will  know 
where  to  find  him.  When  all  is  said,  it  remains  evident  that 
the  small  shopkeeper — pharmacist  or  otherwise — is  on  his  last 
lap  ;  and  youths  intending  to  take  up  pharmacy  as  a  career 
should  have  this  vital  consideration  pointed  out  to  them. 
They  may  make  good,  if  limited,  salaries  as  servants.  As 
masters  there  is  no  future  for  them. — Yours  very  truly,

A.  L.  G.  (31/8). — Various  materials  are  used  as  a  paste  for 
filling  up  cracks  in  wood.  Among  these  are  plaster  of  Paris, 
casein,  glue  and  cement.  In  each  case  the  basic  material  is 
made  into  paste,  and  suitably  coloured  to  imitate  the  colour 
of  the  wood. 

R.  R.  (31/8). — We  are  not  aware  of  any  article  on  prescrip- 
tion-envelopes having  appeared  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist. 
There  are,  however,  illustrations  of  such  envelopes  in  our  issues 
of  January  26,  1901,  July  30,  1904,  and  April  6,  1935. 

S.  C.  C.  (26/8). — Sale  of  cough  lozenges. — The  Board  of 
Customs  and  Excise  permits  the  sale  of  cough  lozenges  in 
bottles  and  boxes  containing  not  less  than  4  lb.  each  without 
incurring  liability  to  medicine-stamp  duty.  In  re-selling  such 
cough  lozenges  retailers  must  supply  them  "  loose  "  (i.e., 
wrapped  in  plain  paper  bearing  neither  description  nor  recom- 
mendation). 

L.  L.  (29/8). — The  following  are  addresses  of  hospitals  in 
London  at  which  cancer  is  treated  :  — Cancer  Hospital,  Fulham 
Road,  S.W.3  ;  Marie  Curie  Hospital,  2  Fitzjohn's  Avenue, 
N.W.3  ;  Mount  Vernon  Hospital,  office  at  32  Fitzroy  Square, 
W.i  ;  London  Cancer  Clinic,  225  Euston  Road,  N.W.i. 

D.  S.  B.  (29/8). — The  plant  to  which  you  refer  is  probably 
one  of  the  genus  Mammillaria.  Nicholson's  Dictionary  of 
Gardening  (1886)  contains  two  pages  of  a  selection  of  these 
plants,  and  the  Index  Kewensis  has  more  than  twelve  columns 
containing  names  of  members  of  the  same  genus. 

B.  R.  (31/8). — Iodised  throat  tablets. — The  following 
formula  may  be  suitable :  —

Granulate  the  sugar  and  acid,  then  mix  the  other  ingredients 
with  the  minimum  amount  of  alcohol.  Pour  over  granules  and 
compress  into  tablets  of  10  grains  each. 

C.  B.  C.  (2/9). — Insects  in  premises. — The  insects  about 
which  you  complain  are  beetles  belonging  to  the  species 
Sitodrepa  panicea.  This  beetle  breeds  in  a  very  wide  variety 
of  vegetable  products,  ranging  from  vegetable  soups  to 
herbarium  specimens.  The  fitting  of  the  Lincrusta  has  nothing 
to  do  with  the  matter.  You  must  have  some  material  about 
which  has  become  forgotten.  At  a  guess  we  would  suspect 
biscuits  ;  this  breeding  source  must  be  sought  out  and 
destroyed. 

B.  G.  (1/9)- — Parturition  mixture.- — The  usual  parturi- 
tion mixtures  contain  ergot,  and  the  pituitary  extract  is 
injected  hypodermically  ;  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  both 
these  preparations  are  highly  injurious  in  cases  of  malpre- 
sentation,  as  the  administration  packs  the  remaining  puppies 
close  together  and  often  wedges  the  first  puppy  into  a  more 
difficult  position.  Pituitary  extract  has  a  use  hypodermically 
in  cases  of  definite  inertia  of  the  uterus,  but  one  must  be 
certain  that  there  is  no  mechanical  obstruction  and  that  the 
puppy  is  in  a  good  position  to  be  born.  Ergot  is  contra- 
indicated  in  pupping  until  the  puppies  are  born,  but  it  is  of 


great  service  later,  and  in  some  kennels  it  is  a  practice  to  give 
ergot  two  or  three  times  daily  for  a  few  days  afterwards.

L.  /.  H.  (2/9). — Bots  in  horses  are  usually  treated  with  one 
drachm  doses  of  carbon  disulphide,  and  locally  with  injections 
of  solution  of  salt  or  lime  water. 

/.  R.  (1/9). — Nail  varnish  remover. — The  following 
formula  should  meet  your  requirements :  —

A.  P.  Co.  (2/9). — The  monograph  on  hydrogen  peroxide  in 
the  1932  B.P.  lays  down  limits  for  acidity,  barium,  and  solid 
matter  on  evaporation.  We  see  no  objection  to  the  use  of  a 
stabiliser  provided  that  the  official  tests  are  complied  with.

D.  M.  (26/8). — Liquor  bromidi  compositus,  B.P.C.,  is  a 
First  Schedule  poison,  and  must  be  treated  under  the  condi- 
tions applicable  to  this  class  of  poisons,  either  by  sale  under 
Section  18  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  or  by 
supply  under  Section  19  of  the  Act.  You  will  find  labelling 
requirements  dealt  with  somewhat  fully  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  of  July  25,  pp.  104  and  105. 

W .  M.  (21/88). — Rule  26  (3)  {d)  requires  in  the  case  of  a 
medicine  containing  a  First  Schedule  poison  supplied  to  an  out- 
patient of  a  hospital  that  the  record  should  include  particulars 
of  "  the  name  of  the  person  who  supplied  the  poison  or  who 
gave  the  prescription  upon  which  it  was  supplied."  It  is 
suggested  that  this  provision  makes  it  sufficient  for  the  dis- 
penser's name  to  appear  on  the  prescription  (i.e.,  the  signature 
of  the  prescriber  is  not  required).  Such  a  procedure  would  be 
contrary  to  the  proviso  of  the  Section  19  exemption  and  Rule 
26  (2),  which  requires  such  medicine  to  be  supplied  by  a 
medical  practitioner  or  in  accordance  with  the  prescription  of 
a  medical  practitioner. 


Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago

The  Chevreul  Centenary 

There  was,  no  doubt,  a  general  wish  to  render  the  great 
chemist  due  honour,  but  the  innate  love  of  every  true  Parisian 
for  public  displays  and  demonstrations  of  all  sorts  was  a 
powerful  factor.  The  festivities  began  on  Monday,  the  eve 
of  the  anniversary  proper.  At  seven  Chevreul  rose  as  usual, 
and  partook  of  his  customary  coffee  and  milk,  prepared  by  the 
faithful  Isoline,  when  Denise  placed  before  him  a  huge  pile  of 
letters  and  telegrams  from  all  parts,  congratulating  him  on 
the  happy  event.  .  .  .  But  the  real  celebration  took  place  on 
Tuesday,  August  31,  at  the  Museum  in  the  Jardin  des  Plantes, 
not  far  from  Chevreul's  own  residence.  ...  At  precisely  2.15 
Chevreul  stepped  in,  supported  on  one  side  by  M.  Fr6my,  the 
director  of  the  Museum,  and  on-  the  other  by  an  old  officer 
aged  ninety-four,  a  relic  of  the  Napoleonic  wars.  The  cen- 
tenarian looked  quite  fresh  after  his  exertions  of  the  preceding 
day.  He  had  consented  to  tame  the  wildness  of  his  luxuriant 
white  hair  and  trim  some  of  the  unruly  locks  ;  he  appeared 
good  for  another  century.
